Wasutneron, D.C., Nov. 13.—[Special.]— 
For the second time in a year a most noble 
pageant bas been at the mercy of the wrath- 
ful elements, for the dédicatory exercises of 
the new Catholic University met as lowering 
skies and drenching rains as President Har- 
rison’s inaugural procession.

FOUND GAS IN ORLAND. 


VALUABLE DISCOVERY ON THE FARM 
OF AN OLD GERMAN. 


While Digeing a Well on the Premises of 
Mr. Rouch of Orland, Twenty-three 
Miles from Chicago. a Vein of Natura! 
Gas Is Found—The Neighborhood Great- 
ly Excited, but Mr. Rouch Is Dissatis- 
fled—An Expert to Be Called In. 


At Orland, in the southwest corner of Cook 
County, twenty-three miles from Chicago, on 
the Wabash railroad, there is a @atural gas 
weil flowing with a force sufiicient to throw 
uD sane and graveltoa height of fifty feet, 
and everybody in that section of the county is 
Giated over the find except the owner of the 
farm on whose premises the gas well is situ- 
ated. The possibilities for Orland when the 
flow of gas is controlled and turned to ac- 
count seem to have presented themselves in 
roseate colors to the people around about, but 


/ the man who should be most interested, the 


possessor of this vaiuable property, alone is 
afraid of his well and wants to stop the flow. 
He has not yet been approached by any of 
the capitalists who aré looking out fora 
snap in the way of natural-gas property, and 
he does not realize that, wituio bis grasp 
almost, is a greater fortune than his wildest 
hopes or dreams could depict. It is safe to 
say that before another day is gone he will 
have changed his mind as to the vaiue of 
crude gas as it comes from his well. 

rhe unbelieving owner of this fortune is 
August Rauch, a German farmef living one 
und one-half miles from Orland io asoutb- 
westei'ly direction. Mr. Ruuch is an old set- 
tler in Orland Township and owns eighty 
acres. He basa wife and six children and 
isa highiy respected member of the com- 
munity, but he knows nothing about natural 
gas or what its commercial value is. , 


HOW THE GAS WAS FOUND. 

Mr. Rauch’s oid well gave out recently and 
he conciuded to have a newone. He aired 
Herman Hiliman, an experienced well- 
digger, to sink it, and last Thursday 
the well had reached a depth of fifty feet. 
No water came, and Hillman with his as- 
sistant, John Richter, sunk a two-inch auger 
into the soft clay a distance of ten feet more, 
and a peculiar odor arose, but it Was not no- 
ticed particularly, and the auger was puiled 
up. It had no sooner cieared the hole 
than acolumn of sand and gravel shot up a 
distance of fifty feet and sent a shower over 
the workers, who lost no timein geting to 
the surface. 

With the gravel came a smell of gas, not so 
pungent or thick as the common iliuminating 
gas, still strong enough to make the bottom 
of the well uobearabie. It did not take Huill- 
inan long to arrive at the conclusion that he 
had tapped a natural gas reservuir and he 80 
informed Mr. Rauch. ‘lhe owner of the well 
did not go into ecstacies over it by a long 
shot. The excavation was only 10 feet 
from the rear door of his house, altogether 
too near for comfort if tne gas should 
catch fire. So he ordered Hiliman to plug 
the hole. This Was easier said than done. 
The gas was rushing out of the auger hole at 
the bottom of the well like water from a hose 
pipe. It madé & apise like a locomotive bDiow- 
ing off steam. @ torrent of gravel and 
sand had ceased, ®ut things did not look al- 
together inviting down below. 

THE WELL PLUGGED UP, 

Finally a wooden plug was made, and, with 
the trunk of an oid tree asa hammer, which 
was hung to a stout rope over the 
well, Hillman prepared to go down 
and stop tne flow. He hugged the side of 
the well to keep outof the way of the gas, 
and when all waseready hae fixed the piug, 
had the tree trunk lowered, and with a few 
powerful’strokes stopped up the auger hole. 
Then Mr. Rauch became calmer, and in- 
formed Hiliman that he could come again 
the next day and refill the well. He didn’t 
wan’tany gas biowing off its force so near 
him.

well, They snuffed the odor and dis- 
cussed the circumstances in ali its 
bearings. It was natural gas sure, and Or- 
land .as a weaithy manufacturing center 
presented itself to tneir mind’s eye. Riches 
for every farmer in the neighborhood and 
prosperity for everybody was the meaning of 
the find. They convinced Mr. Rauch that he 
had better not close up that well. Conrad 
Brown was up the next day to view the won- 
der. He knew something about wells, 
but not much about natural gas. He 
went down and pulled the plug out. 
He was sorry right away, for 
the gas come so thick and fast that he was 
nearly asphyxiated. He was pulled up a 
sicker but wiser man. He had the good 
sense to jam the plugin again and shut off 
the gas. The next man to tackle the well 
was James Moore, who had been in Indiana 
and had seen natural gas weils there. He 
concluded not to pull the plug out, but the 
power of the gas oozing through the clay 
made him sick, and his bead i has 
been aching ever since. He was giad 
to reacb the surface. A rope was fastened 
around his body and a horse at the other end 
raised him to the mouth of the weil. There 
being evidently something worth investiga- 
tion, Mr. Rauch was finally induced to order 
a couple of sections of piping, and when this 
is fixed properly in place a testof the gas 
will be made. 

Up to yesterday morning the find was not 
known outside of Orland. Then Philip 
Kramer, a lumover merchant and hotel- 
keeper, concluded the world ovght 
know, and a TRIBUNE man was 
soon on =the grounds. A curious 
thing about the find.is the fact that for over 
two years the community around about Orland 
has been expecting something of the kind to 
happen. In April, 1887, R. W. and H. M. 
Raison of Chicago came through Orland and 
the adjoining townships prospecting for nai- 
ural-gas lands and became so convinced that 
gas was tobe found here that they offered 
the farmers liberal inducements to sell their 
land tor s® much an acre and a royalty 
should natural gas be discovered, Only a 
few of the most enterprising Americans in 
the township would listen to the proposition. 
Ail the German farmers, among them Rauch, 
sa d the Ralsous were sharpers trying to get 
their property away from them, and thus 
failing to get an option on enough land to 
make it profitable the Ralson brotners left 
the place in disgust. One of those who 
agreed to let them prospect on his farm was 
Senator John Humphrey, ana he signed an 
agreement wherebv should any coai, salt, oil, 
or natural gas be found he was to grant the 
privilege of working it to the Ralsons fora 
royaity of 5 per cent on the profits accruing. 
Jonn Kirby, another wideawake resident, 
did likewise, but the doubting Germans pre- 
vented any work being done. ? 

MR. RAUCH IN DOUBT. 

Mr. Rauch informed the reporter that he 
did not know just what to make of his tind. 
He would have to get the opinion of an ex- 
pert on naturél gas before deciding on his 
course. He is as yet quite apathetic over the 
matter and would rather have found a spring 
of water taan gas. 

Today an expert is expected and the pipe 
will be. put in position. Until the result of 
the experiments is known Rauch’s well will 
have full credit for spouting natural gas.

| WILL PROVE THEIR RIGHT TO MILLIONS. 


Heirs to an Immense English Estate Dis- 
covered in St. Louie, 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Nov. 18.—[Special.]—Rep- 
resentatives of the Hake family, who lay 
claim to an English estate in chancery valued 
at $45,000,000, ieave for London next week 
prepared to prove their identity and secure 
the estate. In 1840 Herman von Hake diea 
suddenly in Birmingham, England, leaving 
an immense estate and no will. The property 
consisted chiefly of shipping intefests. mr. 
Von Hake was a native of Holland, where he 
had an heir in anephew. The Court of Chan- 
cery made an investigation and discovered 
that the nephew was dead and that two sons 
had emigrated to America. Various attempts 
were made to find the sons in America, but 
they failed untila year ago. Seers & Rock- 
weller, a London firm of solicitors, succeeded 
in locating the Lrothers here. They vroved 
to be the heirs, but Seers died in this coun- 
try before he hud an opportunity to report in 
Engiand. The two Von Hakes who came 
from Holland to St. Louis have passed away, 
but lett four sons who have large families, 
and who are now tbe heirs. These young 
men pushed their claims vigorously, and 
recently received a cablegram to report at 
once in London, 

Louis Hake, one of the four'brothers, who 
was found at his plaee of business, No, 817 
North Third street, €kpects his share, after 
paying J4wyers’ fees and expenses, will 
amouny to about $11.000,000. William Hake, 
his brother, was deliberate in his caiculawons 
on the amount he would receive, and placed 
his share atine same figure. Louis Hake 
Jr. is confideat he will soon be in possession 
of a portion of the weaith. “If that lawver 
wasn’t pretty sure that this thing was all 
right he would never have sent us that cabie- 
gram, prepaid, too. Such men don’t do that 
kind of athbing forfun.’’ William Hake Jr. 
of the firm of William Hake & Sons, commis- 
sion dealers, talked quietly on the subject of 
his prospective wealth. “‘ There may some- 
thing happeao of course which may keep us 
outof it. but as the thing stands now! do 
not see but what everyting is coming out ail 
right tor us. We dre the only heirs to this 
immense property, and we bave a sure thing 
in being able to prove our right to the 
money.” | 


FATHER CRONIN AND THE CLAN-NA-GAEL. 


The Buffalo Editor Charges the Society with 
Killing the Land League. 

Bautrmore, Md., Noy. 13.—[Specia!.|—The 
Rev. Patrick Cronin, Pirst Vice-President of 
the Irish National League in America, editor 
of the Cathvlic UVnwn and Times of Buffalo, 
while in Baltimore as a delegate to the Catho- 
lic congress exvressed hiniself emphaticaily 
with reference tothe league. He said: 

“I regard the present condition of the 
league in this country #6 anything but favor- 
able. In many places the Cian-na-Gaei have 
fastened themselves upon it and have man- 
aged to ootain complete control. The Chicago 
conspiracy, which is pow being shown up in 
the courts, has discldsed a farreaching and 
manifold power, which in a land like this is 
simply appalling. That power bas been abie 
to control press dispatches, to honeycomb 
the police, to trip up officers of the law, to 
impede the course of justice to an extent that 
is scarcely credible in this free land and in 
this nineteenth century. The Cronin murder 
has practically divided the Irish people into 
two hostile camps—namely: those who desire 
and are determined in so far as they can, to 
bring the murderers to justice and thus re- 
lieve the foliowers of Parnell and his metb- 
ods from the shadow that now rests upon 
them, and those who syfmpathize with the 
assassins. 

“In my opinion the league is now vracti- 
cally dead in #90 | y. and there is no 
hope of its resurreé unless those who 
have been in any /way identified with the 
Chicago influence retire entirely from its 
control. The great success which has hither- 
to crowned the league in this. country is due 
to the fact that the American people fully 
sympathize and heartily indorse Mr. Par- 
peli’s methoas for restoring the independence 
of his country. Those methods are in direct 
opposition to the gospel of dynamite and dag- 
ger which certain secret societies nreach,”’ 


WHITE CAPS MALTREAT A CLERGYMAN 


The Rev. 8. Lindsay of Covington, Ind., 
Warned to Leave the Country. 

CovineTon, Ind., Nov. 13.—Last nignt at 
Brown’s Chapel, a country church about ten 
miles norvhbeast of this piace, thirty persons, 
disguised with white caps and mas«s, faces 
biackened, and armed with ciubs, entered 
the church, fifteen in each aisle, marched up 
to the pulpit, and took the preacher, the 
Rev. 8S. Lindsay, formerly of . Danville, IIil., 
to the woods about a half-mile distant and 
gave him his+choice between leaving the 
country early the né@xt morning or submit- 
ting to a terrible pounding. He decided to 
leave. 

Ail those in the church were warned not 
to leave it. A Mr. Crane present protested 
against such moblike proveedings when he 
was violently pushed back in his seat. When 
he got up again he was struck over the head 
withaciub. The cause of the trouble seems 
to be the manner of conducting meetings 
and of treating people for diseases with the 
faith cure. Investigations are going on, and 
prosecutions will foliow if the guilty ones 
are discovered. 


LIFE. AND PROPERTY LUST IN A FLOOD. 


Six Milldams Carried Away and Several 
Mille Deatroved in Canada. 

Auton, Ont., Nov. 13.—Early this morning 
the dam at McClennuin’s flouring mill, about 
amile westof here. broke and the water 
swept down toward this town, carrying away 
six milldams and four bridges, wrecking haif 
a dozen mills and several dwellings; and do- 
ing thousands of doliars’ worth ot other dam- 
age. The houseof an old couple named Har- 
ris|\ was carried away and both Harris ana his 
wife drowned. Many other residents had 
narrow escapes, being awakened by the rush- 
ing of the water through their houses. The 
Canadian Pacific railway bridge over the 
river was wrecked, but warning was given 
in time to prevent the loss of any trains. 
The damage done by the wrecking and carry- 
ing away of mills and dams is placed at 
abput $20,000, but no estimate can as yet be

CHARGED WITH FORGERY. 


W. BH, FURSMAN OF PONTIAC, ILL., 
LEAVES TOWN SUDDENLY. 


Allegations That Eastern and Local Capi- 
talists Have Been Swindled Out of Large 
Amounts by Bogus Mortgages—the Al- 
leged Frauds May Reach $100,000—A 
Clever Pian of Uperations—tiow the Af- 
fair Came to Light—Its Fall Detaits. 


BLoomineton, Ill, Nov. 13.—[Special.}— 
William H. Fursman, the well-known money 
lender, reai estate agent, and abstract maker 
of Pontiac, left that city Tuesday evening at 
5 o’clock, driving away in a buggy, and since 
then nothing has been heard from bim. Itis 
supposed that he got wind of the fact that he 
was about to be detected in what doubtless 
will prove a unique system of swindling, 
and which for boldness and magnitude of 
design exceeds anything that ever took piace 
in Central Tilinois. Circumstances are com- 
ing to hght which point to Fursman as being 
a forger and a swindler, and it 1s thought 
that the aggregate of his stealing will not 
fall far short of $100,000. 

Hudson, Burr & Uo. of this city, money 
lenders, accidentally discovered that they bad 
been apparently victimized to the amount of 
$3,000, and they weat to work to ascertain 
the origin of the fraud. It 1s supposed that 
Fursman got wind of what was being done 
and fled. Hudson, burr & Co. lend a great 
deal of money for Eastern capitalists and 
Fursman bas been their agent in placing 
this money on Livingston County farms. 
When Fursman would have ap application 
for a loan he would send the application, to- 
gether with an abstract of title, and if Hud- 
son, Burr & Co. approved the applications 
they would write up the notes and mortgage 
and send them back to Fursman, who would 
have them signed by the borrower, after 
which he would file the mortgage for record 
in the Recorder’s office of Livingston Coun- 
ty. When the mortgage was recorded Furs- 
man would returo the mortgage and notes to 
Hudson, Burr & Co., and that firm would 
a6 send Fursman a draft for the money. 

HOW IT WAS WORKED. 

The certiticate of the tecord on the mort- 
gage would show that the mortgage was filed 
for record on acertain day and that it was 
recorded in a certain docket, on such a page. 
It would seem thai in doing business in this 
way there could not be any possibility of 
fraud. Recently, however, a mortgagee im 
the East for whom Hudson, Burr & Co. 
placed a loan of $3,000 desired to dispose of 
it, and the person who wished to purchase 
invest'gated the security. To the great 
surprise of Hudson, Burr & Co. the mort- 
gage was not to be found on the Livingston 
County record, 

The mortgage is yet in the Hast, only the 
book aad page in which it was supposed to 
have been recorded being given, and, of 


| course, the Recorder cannot say that the 


certificate is a forgery, bul, as the mortgage 
does not appear on the records at all, it is 
quite plain that Fursman forged the certili 
cate of the filing of the mortgage. 

Hudson, Burr & Co. were seen today. A 
member of the firmsaid: “ Yes, it is true 
that the Eastern <apitalists for whom we do 
business have been swindled, but to what 
extent we are as yet unable tosay. We have 
hastily gianced over the records and are sat- 
isfied that our peopie have been defrauded 
out of $20,000, and how much more we do not 
know. It may not be much more and may 
reach $50,000. We are unable to tell fora 
certainty for the reason that the mortgages 
are in the East and we have not 
the books and pages to refer to. 
Some of the mortgages that Fursman 
made for us we find on the records all right, 
and itis evident that he only occasionaily 
forged a mortgage. The $3,000 mortgage 
that we first discovered was not on the 
records was made last September. 

HIS PAST RECORD. 

“How long before that he was doing this 
kind of business we cannot say. He has 
been loaning money for us for about ten 
years. We always supposed him to bea 
straightforward business-man. In ail cases 
the abstracts of title he furnished us were 
made by another abstracter. We shail in- 
vestigate the robbery as soon as we can and 
it will take some littie tame to do it.”’ 

The firm of Hudson, Burr & Co. comprises 
Hudson Burr, Alonzo Burr, and Charies H. 
Burr. They are well-to-do, and if they are 
habie for the stolen money they are perfect- 
ly solvent. Fursman also loaned money for 
Congressman L. E.: Payson of Pontiac, 
Charlies P. Anzeil of Pontiac, Taylor & Mann 
of Fairbury, Bourland & Bailey of Peoria, 
ahd others. It is believed that if he has ex- 
tended his swindles to other firms the aggre- 
gate of his stealings wil not fall far short of 
$100,000. 

Fursman was regarded as a good business- 
man, and he enjoyed the implicit confidence 
of all who knew him. Congressman Payson, 
in speaking of him today, said that Fursman 
had done a great deai of business for him, 
and tflat he never thought of looking over 
the papers he attended to for him. So great 
was his confidence in Fursman that he would 
have intrusted all he had with him. 

Fursman stood high in the community and 
was prominently identified with a number of 
business enterprises. He is married, but 
has no children. 

His past record, however, 18 far from good. 
He served a term when quite young in the 
penitentiary, and in 1873 he was committed 
to jail on a charge of forgery and served 
another short term for that offense. 


FORTY CRAZY HOOSIERS AT THE PLAY. 
Dr. Wright Makes an Intersting Experi- 
ment with Insane Patients. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 13.—[Special.]— 
As an experiment in the treatmentof the in- 
sane Dr. Wright, Superintendent of the In- 
diana Hospital, today took forty-five of his 
patients to a comedy performance at En- 
glish’s opera house, having selected for the 
occasion the mea and women who were the 
least easily excited, though they were not 
the best patients. The visit was unexpected 
to the public, and when the odd procession 
filed into the theater, with an attendant for 
every five of the insane patients, it caused a 
seusation. Timid women who were willing 
to remain at all insisted that they should be 
giveu seats a8 remote as possible from the 
crazy visitors, and there was general expec- 
tation of an exciting scene in the auditorium 
before the close of the performance, but 
there was not the least trouble. The pa- 
tients seemed to enjoy the play more than 
other people, and, with the exceptuon that 
they were boisterous in showing their de- 
light, there was no unusuai demonstration. 
It seemed todo them good, and the experi- 
ment was 80 much of a success that Supt. 
Wright has determined to give it further 


trial. 
ANOTHER INSANE CONVICT ESCAPES, 


Dayton Urich, a Chicago Criminal, Regains 
His Liberty at Kankakee. 

Jotret, Lil, Nov.’ 13.—[Special.]—Dayton 
Urich, aChicago convict sent down in No- 
yember, 1887, for five years on a charge of 
assault with intent to kill, was transferred 
from the prison to the Elgin asylum in May 
last, having gone insane. Last mght Urich 
and other insane persons were being trans- 
ferred from Elgin to the asyium at Kanka- 
kee. When the train arrived at the latter 
place during the confusion of getting the in- 
sane patients off the cars Urich broke away 
from the attendant that had bimino charge 
and made his escape and is now at large. 
He lived at No. 121 West Jackson street, 
Chicago, where his wife now resides. He is 
a small, spare-faced man, 35 years old, wears 
a dark blue suit, and ie e beokmader by 
trade.

What Mr. Dodge Conid [fell About Cough- 
lin 1f Pat on the Witnec Stand. 

Some persons who, generally, are more 
than usuaily well informed about the Cronin 
case intimate that Mr. Ciancy of the New 
York Hera’d will not be the only witness in- 
troduced by the State Saturday. The belief is 
strongly expressed that either Cooney “ The 
Fox ” or Simons is within reach of the State 
and may be put on the stand. It would rest 
with the Judge to say whether their testi- 
mony should be taken or not, and should 
either of these long-sought-for individuals 
appear there is little doubt that their state- 
ments would be aamitted. 

But whether they or eitber of them is in 
the grasp of the State, there is another im- 
portant witness who 1s likely toappear should 
he arrive in the city intime. This man is 
named Dodge, living at present in Washing- 
ton, He is the husband of Mrs. Dodge, who 
was formerly matron at the Desplaines Street 
Station. It is said that while standing 
on @ street corner during the latter part of 
April last four of five men, among whom 
were Dan Coughlin and Senior Guardian 
Beggs, were earnestly discussing some mat- 
ter near where he stood. He paid no atten- 
tion to what they were saying until he heard 
Coughlin venomously exclaim: 

“There he goes ina buggy. He oughtn’t 
to have many more buggy rides before he is 
killed.” 

“ Husb,” said Beggs, in a low but earnest 
and warning voice, “somebody muy hear 
you.” 

Dodge looked towards tne buggy pointed 
at by Coughlin and saw Dr. Cronin. 


CORPORATIONS GETTING OUT OF THE WET. 


The Anti-Trust Law stirring Up the Mis- 
souri Combines. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., Nov. 13.—[Special.]— 
There was a stampede of the corporations 
today to file affidavits with the Secretary of 
State to the effect that they are not conuect- 
ed with trusts, combines, etc. The office is 
now swamped with work, and the rush is un- 
precedented in the history of the State. The 
Secretary said: “From the numerous re- 
turns received tcday I do not think that I 
will be forced to reyoke the charters of over 
400 or 500 corporations. Two days ago about 
1,200 had no. reported. But now returns are 
coming in almost by the wagon-load. Re- 
garding the St. Louis Lead and Oil company 
I have, upon the advice of the Attorney Gen- 
eral, rejected their affidavit, and up to to- 
night no return had been received from a 
second affiaavit sent.” The Attorney Gener- 
al made an important ruling today, reject- 
ing the affidavits filed by the Hopkins, 
Weober & Meyer Bros. Drug company 
of St. Louis, which wiil affect all wholesale 
incorporated drug firms. itis to the effect 
that contracts cannot be maintained with 
patent medicine manufacturers wnao fix the 
selling price on their medicines. The decis- 
ion will affect every patent medicine estab- 
lishment in the country, as they all fix the 
prices medicines are to be sold at by their 
customers, 

All the large tobacco manufacturing firms 
today filed affidavits that they have severed 
connections with trusts ano combines. The 
Secretary of State says that he will not likely 
be able to anaounce the list of corporations 
forfeiting their charters before the 15th inst.

of May some one was seen hanging around 
the cottage without any apparent motive, and 
who when accosted was ready with a reply 
which could have been furnished by one of 
the conspirators—namely: that he was seek- 
ing a night’s lodg.ng and wanted to be di- 
rected to the nearest police station. 

That the conspirators disbanded on the 
discovery of the murder was proved by 
Chief Kubbard and Officer McKinnon, who 
arrested one of them at Winnipeg; by the 
indictment pending against apgother who 
made his escape, by the disappearance of 
the man who rented the flat and 
of the man who drove the doctor 
from his residence, by the disclaimers of the 
conspirator who made the conte of the 
fact of his acquaintance witb Dr. Cronin or 
of his membership in the organization where 
the conspiracy originated, by the assumed 
name of another conspirator who had been 
seen in the Clark street flat, and by the con- 
tradictory statements of the two conspirators 
who remained on the ground, one to block ef- 
forts of the police to catch the murderers, and 
otners who flatiy denied the murder itself 
and used every endeavor to hush up the pro- 
ceedings where the conspiracy had origi- 
nated. : 

ARE TH& SUSPECTS THE CONSPIRATORS? 

Have the prisoners been identified individ- 
ually and collectively with the conspiracy? 

The five men on trial are John F, Beggs, 
Daniel Coughlin, Patrick O’Sullivan, Martin 
Burke, and John Kunze. Their individual 
acts have been proved and their collective 
acts have also been established by the testi- 
mony heard in court. To begin with-—the in- 
dividuals. 

John F. Beggs—John F. O’Connor, the 
Secretary of Camp No. 20, Andrew Foy, M. 
J. Kelly, A. J. Fora, 8S. Colleran, and Denis 
O’Connor, unwilling witnesses from Camp 
No. 20, and Capt. F. O’Connor, the friend of 
Dr. Cronin, prove the presence of Beggs at 
the meeting of Camp No. 20 wnen the Secret 
Committee was appointed. P. McGarry and 
the others mentioned above proved that 
Beggs deciured himself a strong cham- 
pion of the cause of which hatred 
of Dr. Cronin was a natural out 
growth. The minutes of the meetings 
of camp No. 20 show that the appointment of 
@ secret committee was the act of. Beggs as 
Senior Guardian of that camp. After the 
consummation of the acts for which the 
conspiracy was organized P. H. Nolan heard 
an admission made by Beggs to the effect 
that the secret committee would report to 
him alone. Between the date of the incep- 
tion of the conspiracy ana its culmination 
Edward Spelman was a witness to the ac- 
knowledgment by Beggs that he was cogni- 
zant of a mode of settlement of the dispute 
which had been raised. 

Furthermore, after the murder had been 
discovered, Maurice Morris and P. O’Byrne 
heard Beggs declare himseif. to the effect 
that murdur had not been committed, that 
he knew of the fate of Cronin, and that 
others who were not in the inner circle could 
not deciare themselves on that subject with 
equal certainty. 

PROOF AGAINST DAN COUGHLIN. 

Daniel Coughlin—The statements of Maj, 
Samson. William Lynn, John Garrity, and 
Edward Spelman show tbe existence of bit- 
ter personal feeling on the part of Coughlin 
against Cronin. ‘The witnésses present at 
the meetings of Camp No. show that he 
took w prominent part in the discussion and 
suggested the appointment of a secret com- 
mittee. Stephen Colleran, Paul Hoefig, R. 
Montgomery, and others show that Cough- 
lin was in frequent communication with 
other alleged members of the conspiracy be- 
tween Feb. 8, the date of appointment of the 
secret committee, and the day of the murder. 
Saloonkeeper Nieman and A. Kettner show 
him in company with the suspects in the 
vicinity of the Carlson cottage and within a 
day or so of the murder. Pat Dinan, the 
liveryman, proved the hiring of the rig 
by Coughlin which drove the doctor away 
to his. death. Milkman Mertes. saw 
Coughlin and another of the conspirators 
enter the Carison cottage the night of May 4. 
Chief Hubbard proved the contradictory 
stories tola by Coughlin after the murder. 
Napier Moreland, Mrs. Dinan, Mrs. Conklin, 
Frank Scanlan, and Charles Beck proved 
that the horse and buggy hired by Coughlin 
was the same which took the doctor to his 
death. Coughlin’s admissions to Chief Hub- 
bard show wnat Jobn F. Ryan of Hancock 
was an intimate fnend of his, and the same 
John F. Ryan was shown to be a person who 
had assisted another of the alleged conspira- 
tors to escape from tiie country. 

THs ICEMAN’S CONNECTION, 

P. O’Sullivan—The witnesses from Camp 
20 show that O’Suliivan was a member of 
the anti-Cronin faction of the Clan-na-Gael. 
Justice Maboney and Stephen Connolly were 
witnesses to the contract being made with 
Dr. Cronin. R. T. Stanton and A. J. Mou- 
att proved the printing of the caras, 
one of which was used to decoy 
the doctor away from home. Justice 
Mahoney repeated the conversation between 
Cronin and O’Suilivan, wherein the latter 
outlined the exact course of the decoy which 
was afterwards carried into effect, 

Oid man Carison and Mrs. Lindgren proved 
O’Sullivania close communion with the oc- 
cupants of the Carison cottage. Dr. Will. 
jams proved the absurd nature of the con- 
tract, Mr. and Mrs, Conkiin, Capt. Schaack, 
Frank Murray, P. McGarry, Capt. Schuettler, 
Miss Herman, and Officer Phillips proved 
the contradictory statements of witness in 
reference to his contract. Saloonkeeper 
Nieman saw O’Sullivan in company with two 
other alleged conspirators the night of the 
murder, a witness yet to. be examined will 
prove O’Sullivan’s demeanor of guilt and 
further contradictions after the recovery of 
the body, and Paul Hoefig: of the Chicago 
Avenue Station showed O'Sullivan and 
Coughlin in daily communicauon prior to the 
murder. 

THE WINNIPEG SUSPECT. 

Martin Burke—By the same witnesses 
from camp No. 20 Burke was shown to be ip 
the position of Beggs, Coughlin, and O’Sulli- 
van in regard to hating Cronin. Express- 
man Martinson showed him as custodian of 
the furniture bought at Revell’s and order- 
ing its removal to the Carisdn cottage. The 
Carison family identified Burke as the ten- 
ant of the Carlson cottage under an 
assumed name. Oid man Uarison saw 
Burke and O'Sullivan in conversation. 
Gus Kiahre heard Burke expressing himseif 
in bitter terms against Cronin shortly after 
the murder. H. Polanski related a suspicious 
circumstance that was consistent with a 
theory that Burke’s shirt was blood-stained. 
Michael Waish showed Burke: at Joliet pen- 
niless @ few days prior to his peing ar- 
rested at Winnipeg. Officer McKin- 
non told of Burke’s arrest at Win- 
nipeg and* the costiy defense against 
extradition proceedings. The disposal of the 
murdered remains and the clothes and in- 
struments of the doctor showed ihe adopuon 
of.@ means that Burke as a sewer laborer 
would naturally select. 


THE LITTLE GERMAN PRISONER. - 
John Kunze—The testimony of Edward 
Spelman showed Kunze a close companion 
with Cronin’s enemies. W.: 8S. James saw 
Kunze in the Clark street flat, Milkman 
Saw Kunze driving Coughiin to 
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Carlson cottage, Buchho 
Dunn, Washourn, and Petowsk: knew Kunze 
under an assumed name, Mrs. Carroll heard 
Kunze expressing bimselfin fearof being 
arrested for the Cronin murder, and two 8a- 
loonkeepers saw Kunze and others of the 
alleged conspirators drinking together in the 
neighborhood of the Carlson cottage, and 
friends ot Kunze while he was passing under 
an assumed name heard expressions which 
implied knowledge of the Carlson cottage. 
TAKEN COLLECTIVELY. 

- Astothe collective acts of the conspira- 
tors, the State bas shown Beggs, Coughlin, 
O’Suilivan, end Burke present during the ap- 

intment of a secret committee. . Burke 
and O’Sullivan have been seen together at 
the Carlson cottage. Cougtilia, O’Sullivan, 
avo Kunze have been seen drinking together 
near there. Kunze and O’Suilivan have 
been seen riding together and displaying 
wealth unwarranted by the circumstances of 
eitner. Burke and Coughlin have been seen 
repeatedly togetherin the neighborhood of 
Chicago Avenue Stauon. Kunze and Vough- 
lin bave been seen together at Joliet and 
other places. 

This, briefly, is the case presented by the 
State which the attorneys for Burke at al. 
will be called upon to defend. 


DECIDES AGAINST THE STATE, 


Judge McConnell Will Not Permit the Clan- 
na-Gael History to Go In. 

There was & great audience in the court-room 
when the Cronin trial was resumed yesterday 
morning, and the greatest interest was mani- 
fested in the forthcoming decision of Judge Me- 
Connell on the admissibility of certain testimony 
concerning the inner workings of the Clan-na- 
Gaels. The proceedings wore as follows: baat 

Mr. Forrest—I would like to make a statement 
to the court. Ithink the State's Attorney will 
correct himself. I understood the State's Attor- 
ney yesterday to state that the trial of Dr. Cronin 
was had in 188 for reading a circular against the 
triangle. Iam informed that that circular of 
1885 against the triangle was not issued until 
September, 1885, and that the trial was in Janu- 
ary, 1885, and that the trial was chiefly for read- 
ing a communication from another camp. 

The Court—You need not go into that. I think 
I might as well dispose of this other matter at 
once. After that you can cross-examine McKin- 
non. Ihave preferred writing in part what I 
have to say, and I will read it: 

* The offer of the State’s Attorney is to prove 
by the witness on the stand, Mr. Brown, that he 
preferred certain charges four years ago in & 
Clan-na-Gael camp-«against Dr. P. H. Cronin; 
that a committee was appointed to try the doctor 
upon the charges; that one of the committee was 
the defendant, Daniel Coughlin; and that the find- 
ing of the committee was treason and the pen- 
alty fixed at expulsion. The purpose of this evi- 
dence is stated to be to show malice on the part 
of the defendant Coughlin against Dr, Cronin. I 
have given the matter the most careful consid- 
eration and huve come to the conclusion that 
the evidence ought not to be admitted and 
that it would be error to aliow it to go to 
the jury. The fact that a man four years 
ago served upon a committee which found an 
unjust verdict, and recommended or inflicted a 
degrading punishment against a fellow-membDer, 
doés not necessarily show malice. The evidence 
would need to go further than is suggested in the 
offer of the State. Coughlin’s conduct as a mem- 
ber of the’ committee, the rules, constitution, 
and pretedents of the order, the evidence heard, 
the arguments made during the deliberations of 
the committee, whether the report was unani- 
modus, and, if not unanimous, was Coughlin 
a@ member of the majority—if unanimous, 
whether Coughlin was merely a con- 
senting member, or did he demand and 
press thecommittee for an adverse report—all 
of these would have to be gone over; 
and again to inquire as to whether 
the verdict was authorized by the rules 
and practice of the order, whether the 
punishment was unusual, unwarranted, etc. In 
other words, to determine the malice of the act- 
ors in that proceeding we should be ooliged to go 
into all its details, Im short, to get at merely 
cumulative evidence tending to show in a doubt- 
ful way malice at aniotner period against Dr. 
Cronin we should opém up a@ separate and dis- 
tinct inquiry and transfer into this case volumes 
of irrelevant and perhaps incompétent testi- 
mony. My consideragion for the talented gen- 
tlemen representing the State led me to defer 
this decision until after full argument, but con- 
sideration has persuaied me that my first opin- 
jon of the evidence Was correct. Therefore I 
shall nut permit that inquiry for the purpose for 
which it is proposed.”’ 
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SERGT. M’KINNUN CRUSS-EXAMINED.

Mr. Forrest Fails to Get Any Damaging 
Admissions from the Witness. 

Sergt. McKinnon of Winnipeg was called for 
cross-examination. ; 

Mr. Hynes—There is one question that I 
omitted to ask the witness yesterday that has 
been suggested to my memory by looking at his 
deposition, or suggested to my mind. Q.—Did 
Burke state to you aby reason for adopting the 
name of W. J. Cooper? A.—Yes, he said he was 
watched by one or two men. 

Mr, Forrest—The hat was offered in evidence 
yesterday with certain marks on it. My client 
tells me that he never put those marks on, and I 
have no objection to the State using any means 
to erase that ink to find out what was under it. 

The Court—I do not think yon ought to say 
anything about that at present.

The witness said he testified in the extradition 
proceedings at Winnipeg, and was examined by 
Attorneys Howell and Perdue. Burke gave the 
name of W. J. Cooper, but the witness did not re 
member that he had so testified at the Winnipeg 
trial, as he was not asked the question. He also 
stated at that time that the suspect gave the 
names of Delaney and Burke, but that was after 
witness had seen the ticket. Burke had said that 
he lived in Chicago, at Erie and Sedgwick streets. 
Witness did notsay onthe stand in Winnipeg 
that Burke had said he had come from Hancock 
or that be knew John F. Ryan. He was not 
asked either question.

HARRY FRANKENFELD. 

Mr. Hynes then called Harry Frankenfeld, the 
Signal Service observer.

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Q.— When was the last rain as appears from 
that record? A.—The last rain was May 2 It 
commenced in the early morning of May 2 and 
ended at 11:30 a. m. 

«.—Do you know at what time the moon rose 
May 4? A.—Approximately I know what time 
it set, but [don’t know what time it rose. It 
set about 11 p. m. or somewhere about there. 

Mr. Hynes—That is all. 

Mr. Wing—There was @ moon that night? A.— 
There should have been. 

Q.—Where is your station located? A.—It is 
located on the Chicago Opera-House at present. 

Q.—Now your observations of the weather, 
what period did your observations take piace— 
you spoke of clearness, for instance. You look 
at the sky from the Chicago Opera-House. Now, 
how big a territory would your observation cov- 
er? A.—It would depend upon the amount of 
smoke I saw first. 

..—Suppose it was clear in Chicago, would you 
be certain it was clear in Evanston? A.—Toler- 
ably so—in fact almost certainly so. 

Q.—Suppose there was a rainfall in Chicago, 
would yu be certain that there was a corres- 
ponding rainfall in Evauston? A.—Not cer. 
tainly. 

Q.—If the sky is cloudy there might be quite a 
heavy fall of rain in Englewood, ana no rain at 
ail at the Opera-House building? A.—Every- 
thing is possibie in meteorology. 

Q.—Mightn't there be a considerable rainfall 
two blocks away—enough tolay the dust—and 
none at all fall at the Opera-House building. 
Haven't you observed that? A.—I have never 
heard of anything like it except in one case. I 
have seen it raining on one side of the streetand 
not on the other, 

Q.—Yes, there must. be some place where the 
rain stops. A.—But you can’t find it. 

Q.—But the fact that there was no rainfall on 
the Opera-House building, would be no proof 
that it did not fallin qens considerable quanti- 
ties haifa mile away? A.—I would consider it 
quite a good proof. 

Q.—You suy you can state dy observing the 
rainfall on the Opera-House Building the num- 
ber of inches of rain that would fall five miles 
away? A.—IJ would not attempt totell you the 
quantity. 

Q@.—You don't attempt to say anything about 
a A.—I can tell whether it would be raining 
there, 

Q.—If there was an eighth of an inch there at 
the Opera-House Building can you tell about the 
amount of fall a mile from were. A.—Approxi- 
mately. 

Q.—What would be the average about three 
miles north? A-—Two or three hundredths of an 
inch more; that would be an estimate. I don’t 
know positiveiy, of course. 

Mr. Hynes—That book from which you have 
read 1s the official record in the custody of the 
War Department of the United States. A.—Yes, 

Mr. Forrest—I understand it is a copy of it. 

Mr. Hynes—lIt is an official record. My atten- 

tion was called to it. 
' Mr. Forrest (to witness)—Ie that the official 
record, or a copy of it? A.—That depends on 
how you takeit. I should consider it the official 
record for all purposes. 

Q.—Is that kept at Washington? A.—That is 
kept here, and by the decisionof the United 
States Supreme Court it is the official record. 

Mr. Forrest—What is that decision? 

Mr. Longenecker—Evanston vs. Gunn, 1877, 
United States Supreme Court,gopinion of Justice 
Strong. 

The State’s Attorney—If the court please, we 
feel of necessity compelled to ask your indui- 
gence until 2 ‘o'clock to see whether we shall in- 
troduce a certain line of evidence in view of your 
decision this morning. We have felt it. neces- 
sary to have a consultation among ourselves at 
noon, and upon our determination in reference 
to that matter we wili speedily come to a conclu- 
sion of our side of the case. 

The Court—You need not make any further ret- 
erence to the matter. I can readily understand 
your position and will grant the motion. The 
court will therefore take a recess until 2 o'clock. 


THE PROSECUTION RESTA 


Mr. Forrest Pleads for a Delay and Court 
Adjourns Until Saturday. 

“TI believe, your Honor,” said the State’s At- 
torney at the opening of the afternoon session, 
**that it is understood that the trunk was intro- 
duced in evidence the other day?” 

The Court—Yes, it was. 

The State’s Attorney—I understand the tock 
and key were also, as well as the hair and speci- 
mens of biood. The court will remembér that I 
did not until afterwards, on the suggestion of tne 
court, offer the hair in evidence. 


The Court—O, yes, I remember it. The hair 
went in, of course. 


The State’s Attorney—I wish to say now, your 
Honor, that in view of the court’s decision this 
morning on the question raised with reference to 
tne admission of Daniel Brown's testimony and 
in view of the fact that we notice in your Honor’s 
opinion that it was prepared with some care. and 
that it showed you had given the question some 
thought, and in view of the fact that the evidence 
on that line was thought to be inadmissible on 
the ground that the court feared it might be error 
in the case, we think perhaps, it would be a waste 
of time to run the risk of needlessly trespassing 
upon the indulgence of the jury. In view of 
the fact that the jury have been here some 
lengtty of time and the case has been carried 
along for weeks we feel that it will be useless 
for us at this time to enter into any discussion 
on the question that was referred to in my open- 
ing of this case. Not that we are ready to take 
issue Upon the court's opinion, but we feel that, 
as it Was Stated, it would only be introduced to 
show motive and tne history of mative, we feel 
it NOt necessary to enter into any discussion of 
that question. Therefore the witness that we 
expected to call upon that branch of the case 
will not be called, as we feel now that we will be 
serving the interests of the people as well 
by not calling them, I will. also state 
that we are now at the end of our 
case. With thé exception of one Witness, whom 
we have tried to have here earlier. He is absent 
and his name is Dr. Clancy. We have received 
a telegram that he will be here tomorrow morn- 
ing at 10 0’clock. I will state, therefore, that we 
feel like closmg our case, with the understand- 
ing that we can call Mr. Clancy to the stand later 
on as a Witness in this case. I wiil add that the 
gentlemen on the other side wish to know what 
we expect to prove by him, 2 will state that

I did not get through 
with wm work with Mr. Wing until 1 
o'clock this morning. It has been a long siege, 
it has been a continuous siege, and a great Many 
witnesses have been iatroducedwhose names have 
been given to us during the progress of the trial. 
The testimony has to be gone through for there 
have been witnesses called whose testimony wus 
admitted on the understanding that it will be 
struck out if not connected. The record must 
be examined to determine this question, and the 
proper motion made, for if itis not nOw made I 
think it will not be error. tt will take 
some time to do _ that.

r. Forrest—Then I may say—and I do not 
speak for Mr. Foster, although 1 think in this 
case he willagree with us—that we do not want to 
make any opening speech, Ordinarily aa open- 
ing speech will be a statement of the law of cir- 
cumstantial evidence and the counsel's view of 
the case in view of the law. If I were to make 
an opening statement it would take a day. That 
we will waive because the jury has been consid- 
ering this case so long that they will see readily 
the bearing of the evidence admitted by your 
Honor without an opening speech. 

The Court—Is that tre as to O'Sullivan? 

Mr. Donahoe—That 1s my position exactly. 

The Court—Is it true as to the defendant 
Beggs? 

r. Foster—I think so, your Honor. You know 
Iam disposed to consent to anything, 

The State’s Attorney—I would call the atten- 
tion of the court to the fact that the defense is 
not in the same condition the State was. Your 
Honor will remember that one of the counsel 
for the defense objected to any time being grant- 
ed. iconsede that they shall have necessary 
time, reasonable time, but I do not think it 
should be unlimited, 

Mr. Forrest (interrupting)—If necessary, if 
the court requires it, I will make an affidavit 
that it is impossible for me to proceed much 
further in this aase unless lhave arest. I have 
been working ht and day, until 2 o’clock in 
the morning, for two weeks. 

The Court—I am disposed to dothis. I gave 
the State twenty-fourfhours. and in view of the 
fact that you say you do not intend to make any 
opening I will give you until Saturday morning, 
at which time there will be some time consumed 
in the examination by the State of this witness, 
Clancy, so that little will be done that day. 

Mr. Forrest—Suppose we putitin this way. 
Suppose we devote Saturday to the examination 
of the witness, Clancy, and to any motions which 
may be made to strike out testimony. Some 
time will necessarily be eonsumed in that, and 
the day cannot be devoted to a better purpose. 

Mr. Longenecker—If there is preliminary work 
to be done they ought tobe able to doitif the 
court gives them two days andahalf. We have 
only had a day and the opening statement only 
occupied a little over half ot aday. They bave 
had the advantage of knowing about this case all 
ihe way through. We have had to work the 
same as they have—night and day. 

Mr. Forrest—The cases are not parallel at all. 
There are a thousand policemen in the City of 
Chicago to aid you, and we have not one. 

The Court—I am disposed to think, Mr. For- 
rest, that we ought to commence taking evi- 
dence Saturday. 

Mr. Forrest—I will state to your Honor that it 
will be impossible for me to do it. Icannot be 
here and properly prepare the case. I cannot sit 
in my office and touch my bell und say ‘*Get him 
here.”’ I must take my buggy and go out at 
night and find my witness. It is an easy thing 
for a man to work continuously if he can work 
at night and has time to rest—but we have no 
time to rest. 

Mr. Donahoe—I wish to say this, that we knew 
this case in advance—tkat is, that your Honor 
knows under what circumstances I was asked to 
defend this young man Kunze. I have not had 
time to prepare his defense. I am compelled to 
go by night to see his witnesses; and the question 
now is whether or not we will end this case 
sooner by giving us another day to prepare it. [ 
am satisfied we will. 

The Court—I don’t think that follows. I think 
haif a day, perhaps, some other time is better 
than to take a whole day now. I believe that 
the court should be working. I know that the 
jury would feel better if we were proceeding. 

Mr. Forrest—I am disposed to think that the 
jury is always willing to give a mun a 
fair trial and give 4&4 man an 
tunity to prepare himself; 80 
I do not hesitate to ask tne jury for just what I 
Want. Here is a jury sitting once in a lifetime 
on the lives of five mon. I am satisfied that 
they will not begrudge these men's counsel an 
opportunity to properly prepare them for the 
trial. They will not set their own convenience 
against affording a proper opportunity to pre- 
pare for the defense of nese men. And after all, 
your Honor, & day in a case which takes three 
months to try doesn't make much difference. 
At the same time we have no desire to incon- 
venience the jury. 

The Court—The court will adjourn until 10 
o'clock Saturday morning, and the State will 
close its evidence at that time, and the gentle- 
men must be prepared to proceed.

MAY JOIN StCRET SOCIETIES, 


Priests Will Opnose Nothing bat the Free 
Mason<«—The Clan-na-Gael Favored. 

Bauttmmore, Md., Nov. 13.—[Special.|—Ina 
speaking of the change Drought about by the 
congress of the Catholic laity im the attitude 
of the church toward secret societies, a prom- 
inent Northwestern delegate says: 

Not only Protestants but even Catholics them- 
seives have wondered why this congress has 
assembied. Its delegates have not all been fully 
satisfied as to its use or mission. and Protestants 
have wondered at a convention including the 
laity of achurch whose affairs are left to the 
clergy. Yet there has been evolved from this 
gathering a result that is of univer-al interest to 
Protestants and Catholics alike, With all ques- 
tions appertaining to the general wel- 
fare of the Cathohcs of . the United 
States the Archbishops of the country have 
to deul. e. these there are thirteen, 
including th® Archbishop of Baltimore, Uardinal 
Gidbons. After these Archbishops decide upon 
any question of moment the result is not always 
embodied in a public pronunciamento, Dut in & 
‘pastoral which is commanicatea to the suf 
fragan Bishops. These in turn make it known 
to the various pastors of their respective dio- 
ceses. You may say without fear of going 
wrong thatone of the startling announcements 
following this congress in Baltimore is this: 
That the Catbolic Church in America will from 
this day, through the ministrations of priests {n 
the confessionai—for that is where such action 
is communicatedto the laity—deal with extracr 
dinary ang hitherto unknowa liberality wi 
members of secret organizations. : 

It will,in fact, remove ali restrictions. that 
prevent Catholics from joiming or remaining 
members of or becoming members of any Known 
secret society with one exception. That excep- 
tion is the Masonic fraternity. So far as that or 
ganization is concerned it 1s believed by the 
Bishops and Arcnbishops to be in America & 
harmiess organization. A numberof the prei 
ates are disposed to speak kindly of its action ia 
cutting off the Cerneau section and in stopping 
ail communication with the Grand Council of 
the Orient.

For itis believed 
that a man who joins their body is first initiated 
and afterward assumes the binding obligations 
which are embodied in his apprenticeship.

NEWS FROM THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


Bids for the Construction of New Cruisers 
—Miscel!laneona Notes, 

WasmincTon, D. C., Nov. 13.—It is the ex- 
pectation at une Navy Department that pro- 
posals will be advertised for thig week for 
the construction of two 1,000. ton cruisers, 
the practice cruiser for the Naval Academy 
and the Thomas cruiser monitor. The 
plans have all been completed in the 
Bureau of Construction anda Repair. The 
cruisers Nos. 11 and 12 are intended to be 
fast, each carrying a powerful battery of 
heavy rapid fire and .machiné guns, a large 
supply of coai, and a complement of 150 men. 
The principal features are: Length on load 
line, 190 feet; extreme breadth, 32 feet; mean 
draft, 12 feet; displacement, 1,050 tons; horse- 
power, 1,600; speed, 14 knots. 

Just forty-two days after the morning of 
Oct. 3, Wnen we special train bearing the 
international American excursion party 
pulled out of the Pennsylvania railroaa sta- 
tuon in Washington, the same train, headed 
by the locomotive which had drawn it pearly 
6,000 miles, rolied triumphantly into the Cap- 
ital Caty and drew up at the station, having 
successfully compieted the most interesting 
and, from a raiilroaad standpoint, the most 
extensive trip ever undertaken by one train.

' LEATHER DEALERS GO TO THE WALL. 


William F. Johnson & Co. of Boston Forced 
into the Inaoivency Court. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 13.—[Special.|—Will- 
iam F. Johnson & Co., extensive dealers in 
leatners and hbides at No. 244 Purchase 
street, filed petitions today in the insolvency 
court. The embarrassment of the firm was 
known some time ago, but it was thought tlie 
matter could be tiaed over. The creditors 
could not agree upon. terms of settiement 
tnen, and so this step has beentaken. The 
total liabilities are placed at $448,836, of 
which $318,411 are direct. William F. John- 
son has liabilities also of $435,334 and Gordon 
Piummer, the o.tner member of the firm, lia 
bilities of $90,225. The firm’s assets consist 
of tannery property at Tionesta, Pa.. interest 
in tanning property at Roulette, Pa., mer- 
chandise in custody of Case & Kitg, as- 
signees, accounts and bills recetvabie. tan- 
bing contracts, and some cash. Banks are 
the heaviest creditors, and nearly every part 
of New England 1s more or less affected. The 
aebts are so distributed, however, that. no 
serious results can follow. The creditors 
also include several Western firms. 


WILL STOP THE STEALING OF TIMBER. 


A United States Customs Station Estab- 
lished on the Lake of the Woods. 
Pempina, N. D., Nov. 13.—[Special.]—A 
new United States customs station has been 
established on the south sbore of Lake of 
the Woods, near the mouth of Rainy Lake 
River, with Deputy Collector‘ of Customs 
Hamline R Proserio charge. It is stated 
that the Canadian sawmills at Keewatin, a 
station on the Northen Pacific raiiway on 
the north shore of Lake of tne Woods, have 
been for several years past efigaged in manu- 
facturing lumber from logs cut in Minnesota 
and rafted across 'nme lake to the Canadian 
territory. The United States Government 
has come to the conclusion that this whole- 
sale timber stealing must be stopped, and 
the establishing of this customs station is 
one of the first steps taken in the matter. “It 
is said that the Canadian lumbermen have 
eight steamboats on Lake of the Woods en- 
gaged in towing logs across the lake, and 1t 
is hardly expected that they will give up the 
privilege wh.ch iney have enjoye 
without a struggle. Several more cusioms 
stations will be established on this northern 
boundary shortly.

THE BROTHERHOOD QUESTION. 

The reports of the Board of Directors and the 
Committee on Piaying Rules were accepted. The 
committee uppointed to confer with the brother- 
hood June 15 last. consisting of A. G. Spalding, 
Chairman, John I Rogers, and Joho B. Day, 
then presented its report. It contamed copies 
of the official correspondence between Spalding 
and Jobn M. Ward, President of the brother- 
bool. Ward's first letter. dated May 31, 1889, 
Stutod the grievances of the players and asked 
that a committee be appointed to discuss them. 

In a letter to his fellow-members Mr. Spalding 
says the brotherhood claims that the ciass fica- 
tion rule violates the understanding had with the 
brotherhood in 1987. The only specific charge 
they make is in the case of Sutcliffe of the Cieve- 
land club, who, they claim, received his salary of 
$2,000 from the Detroit club in 1888 and had 
signed with the Cleveiand club for 1889 at the 
Classification figure of $1.750. 

With this exception of Sutcliffe Mr. Ward 
does not claim that the league has violated the 
letter of the brotherhood contract, but the spirit 
thereof, claiming that while it was not specially 
written in the contract it was understvod that 
the totai amount of salary paid a player, wheth- 
er written in the contract or not, was to be the 
basis of reservation. Mr. Spaiding denied that 
there was any such understanding, but that 
Clause 20 of the league contract should be the 
basis of reservation for the ensuing year. 

The report of the committee was accepted and 
its request to be discharged granted. 

Mr. Spalding then further stated that the 
brotherhood had not substantiated 'ts charges 
against the Cleveland ciub in the Sutcliffe case. 
He moved that tne league itself decide on the 


cause. 
A BACKDOWN. 

A resolution was then adopted stating that, 
although asa matter of fact Sutcliffe did not 
sign @& coniract containing a perpet- 
uating clause for the sea- 
son be, however, signed 
a contract with che Detroit club under date of 
Oct. 24, 1887, previous to the agreement with tne 
brotherbood committee; and although some 
doubt existed as to whether Sutcliffe did not vol- 
untarily consent to play for the Cleveland ciub 
for a less amount than was named in his contract 
with the Detroit club the year preceding, yet as 
it Was the plain intention on the part of both 
parties at the time the brotherhood contract 
was agreed upon that the pluyers when there- 
after reserved for the ensuing season should 
receive not i¢ss than the same sal- 
ary specified ip the contract for 
the current season, it was ordered 
that the secretary of the leagne pay 
to Sutcliffe the sum of $250, being the difference 
between the amount paid him for his services 
with the Detroit club for the season of 18838 and 
the amount thus far paid him by the Cleveland 
club for the season of 1889. 

The remainder of the session was devoted to a 
discussion of the classification rules and the 
ru.es relating to the sale of players and the per- 
centages of visiting clubs. 

The attendance of base-ball men in the corri- 
dor was larger than at any meeting of the league 
for years, and they discussed the situation with 
much industry. The main topic was the 
probable changes in the league circuit. The 
situation seems to be this: Brooklyn and Cin- 
cinnati are only waiting to be called to leave tne 
association and join the league. Chicago. Bos- 
ton, and Philadelphia are anxious to take in 
bo ties, and will vote to thateffect. New 
York anda Pittsburg are not opposed, nor are 
they anxious. Cieveland is willing if the 
league will regulate the percentage ques- 
tion satisfactorily. Washington is will- 
ing to sell out if the price is satis- 
factory. Indianapolis so far has refused to 
get out unless forced out, and the league asa 
whole is nut inclined to go to that extreme. 
Summed up, the chances favor the admission of 
Brooklyn at this meeting or at a subsequent 
special meeting. The Cincinnati club is now 
barely a possibility as aleague member, unless 
it should be developed that Indianapoiis is mak- 
ing a bluff. or the league should decide to force 
out the Hoosier club. 

It is said.that Mr. Von der Ahe sent Ted Sulii- 


the St. Louis club would 
buy a haif interest in the 
Washington club, pro- 
vided that Washington 
would insist in sticking 
to the league and thus 
prevent Brooklyn from 
leaving the American 
Association.

John Ward said tonight that the brotherhood 
had purchased the grounds for the new Brook- 
lyn Club. They are situated on the corner of 
Fulton street and Manhattan Beach crossing In 
that citv, and it is stated that the purchase price 
is $100,000. The grounds are 450x860 feet, and 
are believed to be owned by Austin Corbin, who, 
it 1s said, is the backer of the Brooklyn orother- 
hood club. 

ROW 1N THE ASSOCIATION. 

The most exciting and troublous meeting of 
the American Assciation of *Base-Ball Ciubs 
since its formation in 1s82 begun this moroing in 
Parior D of the Fifth Avenue Hotel. There was 
a battle royal for the office of President, a com- 
bination of four clubs arrayed against four other 
clubs, threats of withdrawal from the associa- 
tion made by the clubs, consequent threatened 
disintegration of the association, and @ monkey 
and parrot time generally. 

For months the schism which was brought to 
light today was known to exist, but it was of 
small development until last September, when 
the Brooklyn ciub was deprived of a game at a 
specia! meeting in Cincinnati, and thereby came 
within an ace of losing the chamoionsbip. Brook- 
lyn naturally took umbrage and prepared to en- 
ter the National League. Cincinnati, too, was @ 
purty to the disaffection, because Aaron S. Stern 
believed that tne ruling powers Were too arti- 
trary. Brooklyn was joined by Kansas City and 
Baltimore, 

This left St. Louis, Louisville, Columbus, and 
the Athietics as th2 “insiders,” and they were 
prepared to do any ano all things to carry the 
day. Tuesday night the representatives of those 
clubs determined that they would have Jack 
Phelps of Louisville for President or know the 
reason why. The “minority” were equally as 
determined to have L. ©. Krauthoff of Kansas 
City elected, and with a deadlock appareat che 
session begun. 

The first ballot gave each man four votes. An- 
other was taken with aiike result, and then a 
recess for lunch wastaken. At 3:30 the “ minor- 
ity’? walked out and broke the quorum. Alto- 
gether twenty-three baliots were taken vitnout 
result. The association then adjourned until 
tomorrow. Late toaight the Phelps party were 
caucusing for a compromise cundidate.

CHANGESX IN KACING RULES, 


Work Accomplished by the American Tarf 
Congress at Its Annual Meeting. 

The fifth annual meeting of the American Turf 
Congress was held at the office of the Washing 
ton Park Club yesterday. Its session lasted from 
noon until 4o’clock. The following jockey clubs 
were represented; Washington Purk, President 
J. E. Brewster; Kentucky Association of Lex- 
ington, Ky., Gen. J. F. Robinson; Louisville, 
Col. Lewis M. Clark; St. Louis, Col. Charles 8. 
Green; Twin Citv Club of St. Paul and Minne- 
apolis, Frank Shaw; Birmingham, Ala, L. 
Ezekiel; Kansas City, J. H. Ogelby; Latonia, 
Judge G. J. Perkins and E C. Hopper; Overland 
Clubof Denver. Coio., J. E. Brewster, proxy. Sec- 
retary B. G. Bruce of Lexington, Ky., was also 
present. 

After routine business had been cleared away 
the rules were taken up and discussed one by 
one. A lot of changes were made, the principal 
one being the amendment to Rule No. 47A, which 
abolishes all dash races for horses 3 years old 
and upwards at less distance than one mile, The 
old rule read at less than six furlongs, and 
Messrs. Perkins of Latonia and Ezekiel of Bir- 
mingbam, Ala.. voted against the change. 

There was also a discussion over the abolition 
of allowances to geldings. No change in the 
rule was made and none will be for the present, 
because the Eastern Committee, which favors 
the abolition of the allowance, has not yet re- 
ported. 

Messrs. Perkins, Robinson, and Bruce were 
appointed acommittee to consider rules Nos. 
102, 108, 104. 105, and 106, which govern jockey 
and trainer licenses, fines and their disposal, the 
jockeys’ and trainers’ fund, post betting ana 
fraudulent practices, The committee will re- 
port in the morning. The changes made in the 
rules in their order are given below: 

By-Law H, which said: “The subscribing 
jockey clubs agree that no contract for betting 
privileges shail be made with any association of 
bookmukers,’’ was stricken out. 

Rule No. 3 was changed so that in future 
conditions referring to maidens shail mean muid- 
ens at the time of entry uniess otherwise speci- 
fied. The old rule read time of start. 

Rule No. 19E was changed, toread: “ Where 
no entrance fee is required thé declaration must 
be accom panied by 5 per cent of the first money.” 
The old rule read 5 per cent of the whole amount 
of the purse. 

Rule No. 21, relating to change of name. was 
changed so that no association shall receive the 
entry of or allow a horse whose name has been 
changed anywhere or on any course to run on 
its course, The last sentence of this rule, which 
reads: “In stakes this rule to go into effect from 
and after Jan. 1, 1889," wds stricken out. 

Rule No. 24 was amended so that stake entries 
need not be accompanied by racing colors. 

Rule No. 37, relating to liabilities for stakes 
and forfeits, wus changed so that a subscriber to 
asweepstake who transfers an entry and the 
transteree default shall be entitled to a forfeit 
order as due to himself should he pay such stakes 
or forfeits. 

Rule No. 41 was changod to read: “If the time 
for tne first race is not fixed by the program it 
shall be indicated on the dial.”” The conciuding 
words: “ Half an hourin advance,” were stricken 


out. 

Rule No. 48 was changed so that the owner or 
trainer of a horse must consent to the decilara- 
tion of a jockey to carry legal overweight, 

Rute No. 5] defining a starter now reads: 
‘Every horse whose jockey bas weighed out and 
whose number has been put up is {a starter and 
is liabie for his whole stake. I[f a borse is ex- 
cused after he has weighed out all book bets on 
the race are void. and additional time before the 
race shall be granted by the judges. In auctions 
or Paris mutuals the bets stand. but the money 
bet on the excused borse shall be refunded.” 

Rule No. 58 was amended to read in its last 
sentence: “Anyoneruled off for fraud shall 
stand ruled off for life.” 

Rule No. 9. Section A, rélating to stake penal- 
ties was stricken out. So was Section C, relat 
ing to beaten and maiden allowances. 

Rule No. 120 was amended so that jockeys, 
grooms, and stable boys found on the vetting 
grounds may be fined, as well as suspended or 
ruied off. 

The section in Rule No, 121, which forbids the 
issuance of more than two badges to any one 
newspaper, Was stricken out. It bus long been a 
dead letter. 

Ruie No. 140 was stricken out and a new rule 
adopted in its plaee. It reads; ‘If an ineligible 
horse be entered for the purpose of Detting 
against him and he finishes first, or if he be en- 
tered for the purpose of having bim disqualitied 
by objection made after the race, all bets made 
op such race snull be declared off.” 

Rule No. 160 was changed to read: “ Where 
two or more horses start in a race owned whuily 
or in part by the same person. they shall be 
coupled and sold as one horse in all pools, Paris 
mutuals, and book betting.” 

The congress meets again at 10 o'clock this 
morning and adjourns at noon. The annual din- 
ner will ud actos at the Washington Park Club 
House this afternoon 


WANTED Tv KILL THE UMPIRE, 


Steve Brodie in Danger at a Prize Fight on 
Long 'siand. 

New Yor«K. Nov. 13.—(Special.J]—A lively 
prize-fight, resulting in a sequel threatening 
death to the umpire, Steve Brodie, was fought at 
an early hour this morning at “The Hook,” an 
East Siae resort.

A majority of their 
constituents are persons of peculiar con- 
sciences, They do not disbelieve in doodle, 
and they sympathize with the boodle their 
Aldermen make, particularly if there is any 
chance that any of the “stuff” can drop into 
their own hands, over the bar or otherwise, 
The wards those persons represent are tough 
wards. They have always sent blackmail 
Aldermen to the Council. And they will 
continue to send them. 

It will be found, therefore, that a goodly 
number in the list as given above will be re- 
turned again to the Council. Im this way 
the majority of the voters of those wards 
prociaim their sanction of blackmail prac- 
tices on the part of their Aldermanic repre-

VALUE OF LABOR IN A FINISHED PRODUCT. 
The Herald of yesterday published an ex- 
tract taken from an editorial printed in Tux 
Tripune of eighteen months or two years 
ago wherein the following language occurs; 


While it is pretended that the present high 
monopoly tariff only covers the margin between 
wages here and abroad the truth is that the tariff 
rates on almost any protected article will aver- 
age more than twice the total wages paid Ameri- 
can labor for the manufacture of a like article 
bere. The following statement of the labor cost 
of certain selected articles is taken from the re- 
port for 1886 of Carroll D. Wright, United States 
Commissioner of Labor, and to make the sug- 
gested comparison plain THE TRIBUNE adds to 
the Commissioner’s exhivit the rate of duty on 
the manufactures specified:

falsity of the claim that the present duties cannot 
be reduced without iessening the wages paid 
American labor? Allowing for tariff rates suf- 
ficient not ay to cover any alleged margin 
between wages in this country and in Europe, 
but the total labor cost of articles produced here, 
and there still remains 50 per cent or more of the 
present tariff scale that can only be reckoned as 
pure bounty and plunder paid to factory bosses 
and in which labor has no share. 


Tue Trisune did say all that and more. 
Misled by incomplete statistics which claimed 
to be complete it drew from them conclusions 
which, rightly understood, they did not war- 
rant. It afterwards discovered its mistake, 
and is not ashamed to confess and correct it. 
More than that, seeing the Heraid still floun- 
dering about in the very same quagmire in 
which this paper was two yesrs ago, it pro- 
poses to lend it ahelping hand and get it out 
on dry land. 

Tue TRIBUNE once believed, as the Herald 
now does, that the figures given above repre- 
sented the total percentage of labor incor- 
porated in certain finished commodities, It 
afterwards learned that they represent only 
the percentage of labor cost incorporated 
during the final manipulation of the gooas, 
and did not include a cent’s worth of ma- 
terials. It gives what the bootmaker gets for 
making a pair of boots by a patent machine, 
but omits the labor represented by the hides 
or the transportation, or the leather, the pegs, 
the thread, and all the other quasi raw ma- 
terials he used. It leaves out the wages of 
the currier, the tanner, and all the other 
workmen whose manipulations had added 
value to the leather. The same sort of error 
was repeated in regard to carpets, clothing, 
sheeting, steel rails, stoves, silk, cloth, and 
harness leather. 

The second volume of the tenth census 
contains a table covering a large number 
of mechanical and manufacturing indus- 
tries. Its footings show that for 1880 
the sum total of wages paid in these in- 
dustries was $917,000,000 (nearly a billion), 
the value of materials bandied by the workmen 
was $3,936,000,000 (nearly four billions), and 
the valueof the finished product $5,396,000,000 
(five and a third billions). Many persons not 
understanding what these statistics were 
meant toshow have tried to prove by them 
that wages do not include over 20 per cent of 
the cost of selling price of most products. 
The Herald, with others, falls into the mis- 
take of saying that “ the $917,000,000 paid for 
wages is but 18 per cent of the gross output 
or value of these manufactured articles; 
therefore oniy that percentage of their value 
went tolabor.”’ Their error is the same one 
into which Tuz Trisune fell two years ago— 
that of taking the labor expended during the 
final manipulation for that which was put on 
the materials which made up an article dur- 
ing all the transmogrifications it went 
through. 

What do these census tigures show? They 
show that the codperation of capital and 
labor added to materials which cost the manu- 
facturers 3,938 millions an increased value 
of 1,432 millions, making the value of the 
finished products 5,896 millions. Of this in- 
creased value which labor and the machinery 
owned by capital created in 1880, $917,000,000, 
or 63 per cent, went to labor in the form of 
Wages and 37 per cent to capital. If from 
the industries given in the census tables the 
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ing are deducted the share of labor rises to 66 
per cent and that of capital falis to 34. 


It appears, then, that in a large number of » 


protected industries superintendence and 
capital got 34 per cent of the additional value 
imparted to the materials which capital had 
purchased to work over into merchandise 
for sale. Is that excessive? Consider that 
out of the 34 per cent must come, first and 


foremost, the “ reward of machinery” as dis-, 


tinguished from the “reward of labor.” 
greater the extent to which machinery is 
used the smalier the quantity of labor incor- 
porated in a commodity. The machinery 
which capital puts at the disposition of labor 
is all the while and rapidly wearing out, and 
a portion of its value is passing into the 
manufactured article. Machines break down 
and have to be mended or replaced. They 
become antiquated by new inventions and 
huve to be thrown away, a dead loss. 

Out of its 84 per cent capital also has to pay 
taxes on plant and goods on hand. It has to 
pay insurance, and when a fire comes it has 
to stand the loss above the face of the policy 
if there is one. It has to stand bad debts 
and the losses which grow out of unsalable 
goods or raw materials which may have 
spoiled on the hands of the manufacturer. 
It has to stand the expense of seeking for a 
market for goods, for advertising, for print- 
ing, of salaries of agents and drummers. Out 
of it, too, has to come the personal vompen- 
sation of the owners or “captains of indus- 
try ’? who are at the head of these establish- 
ments. Mr. Armour, for instance, should be 
credited with a good salary as the value of 
the time and thought he spends working in 


his office or supervising his establishments. 


After all these deductions are made it will 
be found that capital has not earned ona 
range of industries a greater profit than 
about6to8 per cent. A few earn more; 
many earn less. Had capital done so, had it 
obtained the excessive remuneration which 
the Herald and free-traders generally assert 
it has done, there would have been a general 
rush of everybody with any money or credit 
into manufacturing. No manufacturer can 
so keep his business secrets as to hide the 
factif he is making enormous proits. If 
any business begins to pay anything like the 
per cent these mistaken papers and free- 
traders talk of capital now put into land, 
into mines, into railways, into banks, into 
bonds and mortgages would be drawn out 
and put into these supposed profitable manu- 
factures. That nothing of this kind is done 
proves the great profits talked of do not 
exist. 

Does the Herald, after this explanation of 
the true meaning of the figures that have 
misled it, begin to see the falsity of its posi- 
tion, or is it so pig-headed that see.ng it 
prefers to stick to error rather than confess 
it had been misled? 


WHY THEY WANT TO BE TRUSTEES. 

The reader of the papers must have been 
struck by the number of persons who have 
announced themselyes or have been an- 
nounced as caudidates for Drainage Trustees. 
Thereis, however, nothing very surprising in 
it. The bigger the carcass the greater the 
number of vultures hovering overit. In this 
case itis a fifteen million dollar carcass, and 
the number of vultures is consequently un- 
usually large. 

There is nothing in the position specially 
to attract the men best suited to fill it except 
honor. Nothing but a sense of duty to the 
public and the consciousness of an ability to 
render useful service to the city in whose 
welfare they take a deep interest could 
induce any man to become a Trustee for six 
years of hard work. The duties are very re- 
sponsible and the consequences of an error 
of judgment grave. There is a splendid 
chance to make a reputation, but a great pos- 
sibility of ruining one, The maximum pay 
for allexcept the President is but $3,000 a 
year. Thatis not enough to tempt a man of 
business ability to give up his private busi- 
ness for the sake of it. 

Nor isit this salary which is attracting 
most of those who are pushing themselves 
for trusteeships. They do not even think of it. 
It is as nothing in their eyes compared with 
the fortunes which they expect to make if 
successful. They see big contracts to be 
awarded for rock and earth cutting. They 
see a route to be selected, lands to be con- 
demned, bonds to be made and sold. They 
see infinite opportunities for private specu. 
lation. They see the contractor, the land 
owner, or the banker paying them tribute. 
Keen-sighted mortals, they scent a hundred 
chances for prey where the honest man can 
scarcely think of one. 

These are the men whom, whatever hap- 
pens, the voter must not allow to get intooffice. 
Five of them, asmalil and formidable ring, 
could take millions from the taxpayers and 
divide them among themselves. They might, 
if experienced, do it soingeniously tnat no 
grand jury could ever reach them. The 
place to deal with sucb frauds and thefts is 
in the conventions and then at the polls. 
‘ The way to avoid danger,”’ said Sir Boyle 
Roche, “is to meet it plump.” The way to 


avoid boodle is to meet it plump at the con- 
ventions and the polis, and to say to all 


boodle candidates who want the office mere- 
ly for what there isia it, * We donot 4rust 
you, and you can’t get in.” 


MRS. HOERTEL’S STORY. 
Whata sad and pitiful story of marital 
misery caused by liquor was that which Mrs. 
Pauline Hoertel told before the court and 
jury in the Cronin triai Tuesday! It 1s as 
pathetic as that other story which she told 
of Dr. Cronin’s death was dramatic. It was 
forced from her by a caligus and blundering 
cross-examiner. What a gross and brutal 
state of municipal morals it reveals! This 
poor woman spent her days scrubbing, iron- 
ing, washing. Her health was not robust. 
When she went to her home her husbandg was 
not there. The door was locked. She could 
not get in. She set out in search for her 
husband. She went straightway to the sa- 
loon where he was in the habit of spending 
his and her earnings, dnd where she had often 
found him before in a condition of beastly 
intoxication. She peered through tne win- 
dows. She was afraid to lookin at the door- 
lest the brutal saloonkeeper might draw his 
revolver on her as he did before when she 
sought to take her husband from his den and 
outof his clutches. She did not find her 
busband, For two nights and two days she 
wandered about the streets of Lake View. 
Her husband, angered that she should have 
sued the groggerykeeper who sold him 
liquid poison, and madaened by the infiv- 
ence of the vile stuff, changed the locks on 
the doors so that she might be barred out. 
In his besotted and bestial state he thought 
Of that piece of brutality. Or was it sug- 
gested to him by the vite groggerykeeper who 
had kept him four days 1n his hell-hole away 
from her, and who took from the Stupefied 
man over $400 of the poor woman’s money? 
For trying to protect her husband the 
groggerykeeper persecuted her, brought 
trumped-up charges of chicken stealing 
against her. The Lake View Justices who 
had the indecency to issue the warrants 
against the poor woman drew the line at 
that. They refused to fine her. Only one 
fine was inflicted, and that was because, 
when driven to despair, she maae what the 
Justice considered to be violent remonstrance 
against the groggerykeeper’s attempts to 
rob and poison her husband! It was not 
brought out in court who the Justice is. But 
inquiry should be made and his name should 
be published for the benefit of the city. 
But what of the groggerykeeper! Shail 
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his nathe continue to appear in the saloon- 
keepers’ list.as a man of good eharacter and 
reputation? Whut is Mayor Cregier going to

ANCE UNION. 
Mrs. Foster and the other non-partisan 


deiegates from Iowa had no choice but to 


/ withdraw from the convention of the Wom- 


an’s Christian Temperance Union after they 
had been hissed, derided, and an attempt 
made to tie them to the wheels of the St. 
John-Neal Dow political machine. Mrs. Fos- 
ter and her associates had adhered to non- 
partisan methods and in that Way only had at- 
tained success in Iowa. Their firet victory 
was at @ special: non-partisan election when 
they carried the State by 30,000, but just as 
the question drifted into party politics ma- 
jorities became smaller, until at last, when 
the Republican party committed itself to 
prohibition, notas an experiment but as a 
“settled policy,” its Gubernatorial candidate 
disappeared in the “soup” and the repeal of 
the prohibitory law as a State Measure seems 
probable. . 

Mrs. Foster had found that non-partisan 
methods produced the best temperance re- 
sults, and as a sincere Republican she could 
not be coerced into supporting the profes- 
sional Prohibition party. Not so with Miss 
Willard and her followers. Aspiring ulti- 
mately to wield the ballot and run for office 
they desire now ail the practical politics 
and partisanship they can get. They are 
“bosses” in the “Dry”’ party now and think 
if they could break the Republican party down 
and dismember it they could build up their or- 
ganization into an office-getting power. They 


have been engaged for years in a conspiracy, 
against the Republican party, and have used 


the branches of the Christian temperance 
society as recruiting posts. Organizing the 
society as a great moral agency, having the 
codperation of several Protestant churches, 
they have labored steadily to pervert its 
character, and have at iast succeeded 
in changing it into a political party machine. 
Women who joined the society for high 
moral and Christian reasons have been 
gradually lured along until they now pub- 
licly hiss the names of prominent Republic- 
ans and applaud venomous and false person- 
al assaults on them when made from 
the platform of the “Union.” No 
assaulis are made on Democrats. 
The third-party fanatics would pot 
expect to become heirs to the estate of the 
Vemocratic party in the event of its dissolu- 
tion. Their hope 1s to secure some fragments 
of the Republican party if wey can accom- 
plish its disbandment, The Prohibition or- 
ganization is to be built up on the ruins of 
the National Union Republican party, and 
then it is to establish female suffrage, to 
which itis already pledged, ana Miss Willard 
et al. will be ready to run for office and capt- 
ure the spoils in the name of charity, re- 
form, Christianity, and temperance.

THE ROMAN CATHOLIC CLERGY AND THE 
SUNDAY SALOON, 

The first congress of Roman Catholic lay- 
men ever held in the United States, recently 
in session in Baltimore, has adopted a plat- 
form of principles, as it may be called. The 
plank of this platform which defines their at- 
titude on Sunday observance speaks out with 
no uncertain sound. It demands a decent 
and moderate regard for the Christian Sun- 
day and as the surest agency for securing 
that resu)t 1 deciares against the saie of in- 
toxicating beverages on Sunday. Upon this 
point it says: 

The corrupting influence of saloons in politics, 
the crime and pauperism resulting from excess- 
ive drinking, require legislative restriction which 
we can aid in procuring by joining our influence 
with that of the other enemies of intemperance, 
Let us resolve that drunkenness shall be made 
odious and give practical encouragement and sup- 
port to Catholic temperance societies. We favor 
the passage and enforcement of laws rigidly 


closing saioons Sunday and forbidding the sale of 
liquors to minors and intoxicated persons. 


This Catholic congress represents the most 
active and intelligent branch of the Roman 
Catholic laity in this country and has the in- 
fluence and authority to speak for all the lay- 
men. It not only defines their own position 
but assumes to define that which the church 
should take. Itisin the nature of an appeal 
to the clergy and church authorities to use 
their powerful influence to stop the sale of 


liquors and close up the dramshops Sunday. 


Ia this matter the Roman Catholic clergy 
are all powerful—more powerful than any or 
all the clergymen of other denominations 
combined, for their authority over their con- 
gregations is well nigh absolute in matters 
of faith and practice. To this extent, there- 
fore, their responsibility 1s increased. A 
Baptist or Methodist or a Presbyterian 
clergyman can only advise and the saloon- 
keeper in his flock or the saloon drinker may 
follow that advice or not ashe pleases. A 
Roman Catholic clergyman not only can give 
his advice but furnish the meansfor enforc- 
ing it Now that the laity has spoken out so 
boldly can the Catholic clergy hesitate in its 
duty? If whisky selling Sunday among tne 
communicants of the Roman Catholic Church 
continues in future the clergy of that church 
must bear the main blame, The representa- 
tive laity has expressed sentiments with ex- 
traordinary vigor. It has not the power to 
carry them out, however. That power rests 
largely with the clergy. It has butto say 
the word and Roman Catholic Sunday liquor 
selling will cease in great measure, 


FACTS VERSUS FICTION, 

The Herald says that wages do not consti- 
tute more than 20 per cent of the prices of 
protected commodities, and derides Tue 
TRIBUNE'S claim that they constitute 70 per 
cent. Passing from assertion to evidence, 
take the ease of the protected industry of 
glassmaking. In 1880 the wages paid were 
$9,000,000, the value of materials $8,000,000, 
and the value of the product $21,000,000. It 
is apparent at a glance that 42 per cent of the 
value of the glass represents labor. One 
might stop there with proof that the Herald 
was 20 per cent out of the way. 

Moreover, the duty on window glass ranges 
from 66 to 131 per cent ad valorem. Can that 
duty be removed and labor receive the pres- 
ent wages, which amount to 42 per cent of 
the value of the protected articie? 

Butcarry the investigation a step further. 
There went to the making of that glass 
646,598 tons of coal. The cost of this is not 
given, but if it were Only $2 per ton then, as 
over 50 per cent of the value of coal consists 
of labor, here is another item of $646,898 paia 
for labor, or5 per centof the total value of 

‘the manufactured glass. 

There were used over 2,000,000 pounds of 
litharge, 713,000 pounds of arsenic, 49,000 tons 
of soda asn, and 155,000 tons of mixing sand. 
There are no data with which to calcuiate 
the amount of labor incorporated in these 
and other cominodities, but it is so great that 
it must raise the total percentage of labor in 
the finished giass to fully 70 per cent, and 
more likely above 75 per cent. 

‘Therefore, the question may be repeated 
with added force: If the duty of from 66 to 
131 per cent 1s taken off how is glass to be 
manufactured in this country to compete 
with that made in Belgium and France with- 
out@ reduction of the wages of labor? If 
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surance, and wear and tear receive were 
taken away labor would still .Wave to make 
large sacrifices. And as itis*plain that the 
labor which blows the glass cannot stand all 
the cut it must be general along the whole 
line. The coal-miner, the sand-digger, the 
worker in the arsenic and manganese works 
must stand his cut, so that the raw materials 
may be turnished to the glassworker at & 
much lower rate.

AND CHURCH SOCIETIES, 


Parents Charge That Their Son’s Burial 
Piace Was Despolled—Twenty-fifth An- 
niversary of a Church—Game of Cards 
for High Stakes—Attempted Murder 
and Suic de—Wh«t Members of the Ww. 
©. Ti U. Think of Bird Oruaments—So- 


ciety’s Doings.

ciet 

Chores are made codefendants, as is also Mr. 
Harker, Superintendent of the cemetery, which 
is owned jointly by the churches. The suit 
grows out of a discovery which the plaintiffs 
claim to have made last summer that graves 
were being robbed of their dead and the cemetery 
lots resold again by the trustees of the cemetery. 

Some time last summer the Grand Army noti- 
fied Mr. and Mrs. Hass that they desired to erect 
& monument over the grave of Lieut. Hass, their 
son, who had been buried in the German Luther- 
an cemetery. When Mr. and Mrs. Hass went to 
the cemetery they were amazed to find a head- 
stone bearing a strange name on what they sup- 

Sed to be their own family lot. When the Su- 
perintendent was asked about it he said it was 
the custom after a period of from one to three 
years to resell the lots when burials hid been 
made. as in that time all trace of buried bodies 
was destroyed by the quicksand underlying the 
cemetery. 

The explanation was not satisfactory to the 
old couple and they started on investigation, 
which resulted in the puvlication of a series of 
sensational articles. The plaintiffs allege that 
they discovered employés of the cemetery in the 
act of digging up bodies to make way for new 
interments, and,tnat the remains, coffin, bones, 
and all, were burned nevr the cemetery. For this 
alleged désecration the suit is brought. 
ee 


ITS TWENTY-¥iF H ANNIVERSARY, 


Celebrated by the Second Baptist Church 
in an Appropriate 5. anner. 

There was a reunion of the original members 
of the Second Baptist Church, West Monroe and 
Morgan streets, last night—that is there was a 
reunion of those who were loft. The occasion 
was the twenty-fifth anniversary of the organiza- 
tion of the church. A quarterof acentury is a 
long time, and most of the original members 

; t were gray-haired. But it takes old peo- 
ple to appreciate a reunion. There is everything 


before the young, but the older peopie live more > 


in the past. 

Many of the people present had not met for 

ears, for the little band that opened the Second 

aptist Church Nov. 18, 1864, had scattered. 
Their plessure was unbounded at meeting again, 
especially on such an occasion. They liked to 
look at the large assemblage and tell of the 
early struggles, when a litile band of forty-eight 
came over from the First church, then located at 
-Washington and La Salle streets, and joined 


with the members of the First Tabernacle Church- 


at Madison and Despilaines streets in forming 
the Second Church. 

“'The story of it briefly is this,’ said one of the 
founders. “The members of the First Church 
decided to leave their location at Washington 
and La Salle, and to divide up the property. 
T donated the building to Deacon Hoard, J. 
N. Van Arsdell, and others to fouada Second 
Baptist Church. The latter decided to move the 
building to zhe West Side and they secured this 
o. They then made a proposition to the 
members of the First Tabernacie —erve to join 
with them in putting up and establisning the 
church on the new location. The latter accept 
ed, and Oct. 30, 1864, they took possession of the 
lecture room. Nov. 18, 1864, the congregation 
was formally rece:ved by the new organization.” 

“And see what the church is now?’ said an- 
other, proudly. ‘It was hard at first, though, 
and pretty discouraging for awhile. Then it be- 

to pick up. Our first pastor was Dr. E. J. 
and he staid with us until 1876. He 
wasilla the latter part of this time and bis 
brother, Dr. T. W. Goodspeed, assisted him. Dr. 
Galusha Anderson was with us from 1876 to 1878, 
and Dr. John Peddie from 1878 to 1880, Then our 
present pastor, Dr. William M. Lawrence, came 
to us.”’ ° 


. The church was filled almost to overflowing 
last night, and was handsomely decorated. The 
ulp't was almost bidden by flowers. “ Auid 
Leas Syne’ was worked in red and white flowers. 
The gal.ery rail was festooned with smilax, in- 
terwoven with roses, and just below the choir 
gallery ‘* 1864-1889’ stood out. 
The program was short and informal.

Cullerton and some of his peculiar follow- 
ing in the Council are sorry that they did not per- 
mit the Hyde Park naturul gas-pipe line ordi- 
nance to get through the Council Monday night. 
Ald. Hepburn’s prompt action forced. them on 
the record in favor of cheap gas and in favor of 
an ordinance for a cheap gas companv. The Cor- 
poration Counsel will certainly frame the ordi- 
nance us directed by the Council, and it will be 
returned as directed next Monday evening.

COMPARING NOTES ON MAKING BUTTER. 


Iowa Dairymen Discussing Methods of 
Improvement—Various Addresses, 
MASON City, Ia., Nov. 13.—[Special.|—The 
convention of the lowa State Butter, Cheese, 
and Ege Association opened tneir second 
day’s session today with the largest attend- 
ance for many years. At the business meet- 
ing this morning a legislative committee of 
six was elected to aid in securing appropria- 
tions and favorable legislation. Prof. Patrick 
performed experiments and gave actual 
tests at tne exhibition hdl to determine the 
oii vaiue of milk. and showing how’the 
farmer with littie expense could estimate the 
value of each cow by the milk it gavé. C. 
L. Gadrielson of New Hampton read a 
paper on economy in _ feeding for 
the dairy. He indorsed the feeding of ensi- 
lage, plenty of ground feea and sweet ‘corn. 
The question was vigorously discussed by 
the convention, the prevailing idea being in 
the aftirmati ve. The pucpose of 
the convention is not only to 
study how to get higher prices 
but also how to produce more butter with the 
same expense. O. T. Denison of this city 
spoke on the needs of the creamery; He 
thought that the separator would in tine 


take. the place of the present cream-| 


gathering pian. B. Doolittle of 
Cresco gave an address on _  cheese- 
mmaking, and he compared the yalue 
of milk turned to cheese with the same 
amount turned to butter, and thought that 
the latter plan resulted in more value hy 
from 10 to 25 per cent. The proposition was 
discussed by the convention, few delegates 
agreeing with him. The vaiue of 
skimmed and butter milk as food for young 
stock was variously estimated. L. R. Brig- 
ham read an excellent pepe on the dairy in- 
terests of Iowa. @ says there is 
too great a loss from inferior 
product, insufficient feeding, and careless 
handfing of product. State Dairy Commuis- 
sioner Sherman spoke this evening, giving 
the following statistics: Six hundred and 
ninety-three creameries in State, 164 cheese 
factories. Creameries made in 1888 41,516,- 
548 pounds of butter, and cheese factories 
made 4,406,098 pounds of cheese, the value 
of the products being $16,779, 235. . 


SILVER CONVENTION AT DENVER, COLO, 


Free and Unlimited Coinace the Prime Ob- 
ject of the Gathering. 

DENVER, Colo., Nov. 13.—As the silver .con- 
vention progresses it increases in interest. 
Delegates keep pouring in, and it is a novelty 
to see peaple ‘of political factions working 
handin hand on any particular question. 
Free and unlimited coinage is the war-cry 
alike of Republicans, Democrats, ana Prohi- 
binionists, he fact thut the people of St. 
Louis saw fit to take the initiative in this 
move has worked to its good in that resolu- 
tions were adopted today favoring that place 
for the World’s Fair.

THE LARGEST IN THE COUNTRY. 


An Addition to Cost $2,000,000 Being 
Balit by the LUlinois Steel Company. 
“The plant, when compteted, will be the 
largest in the country,” said Supt. Edward C, 
Potter of the Iilinois Steel company yesterday. 
He was speaking of the company’s extensive 
plant at South Chicago, which is now being large- 

ty added to. 

The company’s recent purchase of land on 
the shore of the lake just north of the present 
works comprises abort sixty acres, making a 
total in the tract of 160 acres. No soover had 


1 the title to the land been secured than work was 


at once commenced on the extension of the 
plant. A busy stehe now presents itself in that 
region. Over 300 men are at work in every por- 
tion of the new tract, Of this number about 
two-thirds are’ laborers, the remainder of 
the force being stone and brick masons, 
Four new blast furnaces are being 
constructed, making a total of eight in the plant, 
The foundations for the immense chimneys re- 
quired are now being laid, and will be completed 
ina short time. The foundation. consists of @ 
solid pier of stone about forty feet square at the 
base. THe new furnaces will be about a third 
larger than those now in operation. and will have 
a larger capacity than even the Pittsburg blast 
furnaces. which are considered the largest in the 
ry. 
ra adjoining the blast furnaces will 
be erected a battery of cold blast furnaces. Work 
in this department has already been commenced. 
The company is anxious to complete the stone 
foundations for both the blast and cold biast 
furnaces before co!d weather sets in. 
A large force of men is also at work filling in 
the lower portions of the recently acquired tract. 
For the purpose of protecting their property tne 
company is constructingya plier extending into 
the lake from the shore immediately west of the 
site of the new blast furnaces. Several raiiroad 
tracks have been laid along the shore of the lake 
and an engine ‘s continually busy delivering 
cinders for flilmg. As soon as the work is s mt 
cientiy advanced several bundred more employes 
will be given work. This is evidentfrom the 
fact that the company is desirousof pushing the 
work with all possible baste. Itis a matter of 
conjecture what thecostof the new pliant will 
be. The officials claim that over 2,000,000 will 


be expendea. 


Freights at Chicago and Duluth Lower 
—The Wabash Line Boats Soild. 
GRAND Raprps, Mich. Nov, 18.—|Special.]—At 


-@ meeting of the Board of Trade held last even- 


ing Charles R. Sligh, chairman of the committee 
on water communication between this city ana 
Lake Micbigan,; made a report strongly urging 
the practicability and advisability of reaching 
the lake at Grand Haven by way of the Grand 
River. The report says that the engineer’s sur- 
vey of the route to Holland shows an interven- 
ing rise of over forty feet, to pass which would 
involve extremely heavy expense. 

Since the survey of the Holiand route was 
made the committee, accompanied by Congress- 
man Belknepand Col. William Ludlow of De- 
troit, United States engineer im charge of this 
district, went down the river onasteamer to 
Grand Haven to inspect this route. All were 
surprised at the possibilities which the river af- 
forded, Every member of the party was con- 
vinced thatit would be comparatively easy to 
secure the improvement of the river so that ves- 
sels of eight or nine feet draft coula navigate it 
to Grana Rapids. Col. Ludlow stated unhesi- 
tatingly that there are no engineering aifficul- 
ties to overcome, 

There is a fall of about six feet between Grand 
Rapids and Lamont, a distance of twenty-one 
miles, Below that point there is little, if any 
fall. By the construction of two @ams with a 
rise of four feet each a depth of eight feet of 
water car, be secured at this city with only three 
feet of dredging. 

In urging the importance of this improvement 
the committee calis attention to the fuct that the 
commerce of Grand Rapids for the year 1889 will 
amount to fuily 700.000 tons. The committee 
estimates that with eight-feet water communica- 
tion to-Lake Michigan the city would receive an 
average reduction of two cents per 100 pounds in 
freight rates. which would amount to $280,000 per 
year. Inasmuch as the total cost of dredging 
and establishing such water communication is 
estimated at only $250,000 or $300,000, it seems 
proven that ce work will not be long de- 

erre 


End of an Ancient Canalboat. 

The canalboat Onward, which was old enough 
to vote early in the '70s, came to an untimely end 
at Van Buren street bridge last night. She had 
a cargo of hard coal and was in tow 
of a steam ocanaler going up the riv- 
er. As they approached Van Buren street 
the steamer Florida was sighted just south of 
the bridge, coming fdown. The canalboats at- 
tempted to squeeze through ahead of the steamer 
and the first one succeeded. The Onward was 
caught between the Florida ang the abutment, 
and squeezed so badly that she soon sunk, the 
crew escaping to the abutment. She was so 
badly used that a part floated off after she went 
down. The wreck 1s a serious obstruction in. the 
river ang will be removed today. The Onward 
was worth $300 or $400, 


Another Foard of Survey. 

Capt. William D. Mack came back from Cleve- 
land yesterday and brought his surveyor for the 
Ballentine with him. It is understood’ a com- 
promise has been reached by which the abandon- 
ment of the Ballentine to the underwriters has 
reen withdrawn and the decision as .to whether 
the boat belongs to her former owners or the in- 
surance companies wiil rest with the new sur- 
veyors. Vesselmen generally think Capt. Mack 
has made a mistake in withdrawing the abandon- 
mane in view of the peculiar condition of the Bal- 

entine. 

Buffaio papers, as usual, side with the insur- 
ance companies in the trouble over the Ballen- 
tine, and see something disreputable in Capt. 
Mack's course in withdrawing from the first sur- 
vey. They say it was a scheme to getria of the 
steamer at her insurance price, and it is pro- 
posed to resist it. Capt. Mack, however, was 
simply insisting on his plain rights under the 
law. He could do nothing else after S. V. Par- 
sons, representing the underwriters, began the 
survey by counting the broxen legs on the stools 
in the Captain's office and then measuring the 
scratches on the paint of the cabin door,

USE OF PUBLIC SCHOOLHOUSES, 


Shall They Be Used for Other than Strict- 
ly School Purposes?

Mr. Forch presented areport from the Commit- 
tee on Compulsory Education showing that with 
an expense of 92.882 since school comméncement, 
Sept. 16 to Oct. 31, the attendance agents had in- 
vestigated 4,882 cases, among which Were found 
2,191 cases of truancy, resulting in 1,523 childrey 
being returned to school. Among the causes 
and excuses for non-attendance were found to 
be: Poverty 1n 264 cases; work at home, 81; i)j- 
ness, 433; out of work, 549; indifference, 435. Au- 
thority was granted the commiitee to institute 
proceedings in some cases in order to set an ex 
ample, 

In the report Mr, Forch says: “The aid and 
power of the municipal government, if enlisted 
in this cause, would certainly be productive of 
great good. The large number of children of 
school age selling newspapers, Dlacking shoes, 
and engaged in loitering upon the streets, who 
should be in the schools at least during school 
hours, is paipable enough. There seems to be 
no municipal law preventing this, and it detracts 
largely from the efficiency of attendance 
agents.”’

A RAILROAD TRIANGLE, 


MOCK ISLAND, MILWAUKEE & aT. 
PAUL, AND MISSOURI PACIFICO, 


The Union Pacific Must Distribute Its 
Traffic Proportionally Among All the 
Roads in the Gentlemen’s Association 
or War Will Be Made Upon It—The 
Alton-Kansas Pacific Agreement to Go 
into Effect March 1—Gould’s Position. 


An oppressive chilliness prevailed at the 
managers’ meeting of the Gentlemen’s Asso- 
ciation yesterday. There wasa feeling that 
something of a serious rature would happen, 
and when this expectation was disappointed 

_gsigh of relief escaped many breasts. There 
were but few prominent officials in attend- 
ance and two or three of the roads were not 
represented at all. This was no doubt the 

* yeason the Union Pacific-Northwestern com- 

binauon was not made the subject of discus- 
sion. President Cabie himself represented 
the Rock Isiand, but nearly aii other roads 

were represented by subordinate officials. 

President Cable no doubt attended under the 
{impression that a formal announcement of 
the deal between the Union Pacific and 
Northwestern would be made, and in such‘an 
event to prevent action thereon by the asso- 
ciation. But the matter was not mentioned 
during the proceedings and only a few ques- 
tions of minor importance were acted upon. 

It is understood that President Cabie of 

the -Rock Island, President Miller of the 
Milwaukee & St. Paul, and Vice-President 
' Clark of the Missouri Pacific, at their con- 
férence last Tuesday agreed toinsist that 
the contract between the Northwestern and 
Union Pacific must be submitted to the 
association, and that a meeting of the Presi- 
dents. is then to be callea for the purpose of 
taking action. If the Union Pacific ana 
Northwestern deciine to submit the contract 
to the association for its consideration the 
Rock Island, Milwaukee & St. Paul, and 
Missouri Pacific will refuse longer to recog- 
nize these two roads as members of the asso- 
cation and jointly make war upon them. If 
the contract is submitted they will take the 
position that it is a direct violation of the 
agreement, which provides for an equitable 
distribution of the traffic, and that no road 
should enjoy any advantage over another, 
and therefore will demand that 
the terms granted by the Union 
Pacific to the Northwestern must 
-be allowed to all other connections 
of the Union Pacific. - This would annul the 
contract between the Union Pacific and 
Northwesterfi, or make it valueless to tne 
latter. There is not the least probability 
that they will allow the association to act on 
the application of the contract, or that tney 
will even submitit to the consideration of 
the association. They were evidently aware 
of the fact when they made the agreement 
that it was contrary to the provisions there- 
of, and decided to take their chances. They 
no doubt expected a dissolution of the asso- 
ciation as the result of their acuwon and are 
prepared for retaliative measures on the part 
of competing roads. _. 

That te Union Pacific does not expect the 
association to be In existence after next Jan- 
uary is shown by the fact that it has virtual- 
ly concluded an agreement between its Kan- 
sas Pacific line and the Chivago & Alton 
Similar to the one made with the North- 
western and -whichis to become effective 
March l next. The Altonis a non-associa- 
tion rodd anda traffic contract with that 
road will be even less palatabie to the asso- 
ciation roads than-its deal with the North- 
western, The Union Pacific has never been 
heartily in accord with the association. It 
joinea it to attain certain objects, and hav- 
ing gained these it has no furtner use for the 
association. The Rock Island, Milwaukee & 
St. Pauli, and Missouri Pacific are no doubt 
uware of these facts and do notexpect their 
demand foran equal division of the Union 
Pacific’s traffic with the Northwestern will 
be granted or even considered. All they de- 
sire is to establish the fact to the entire sat- 
isfaction of the Eastern parties interested tn 
their roads that the Union Pacific and 
Northwestern acted in direct violation of the 
agreement and that those roads are alone re- 
sponsible for the dissolution of the associa- 
won and the demoralization in rates result- 
ming therefrom. The Rock Island, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul, and Missouri Pacific, it is under- 
stood, will stand together in this matter and 
jointly fight the Union Pacific combinations. 
The war will be a bitter one, but wili no 
doubt be held off until the present rush of 
businessis over. The desire to keep up 
rates until the greater part of the business 
has been moved seems to be the reason why 
the- Union Pacific-Northwestern’s competi- 
tors move so slowly in bringing the matter 
to an issue. 

‘That Jay Gould is done with the associa- 
tion is shown by the fact that his Missouri 
Pacific has not only jcined bands with tne 
Rock Island and Milwaukee & St. Paul 
against the Union Pacific Northwestern com- 
bine, but also refuses longer to acknowledge 
the authority of the association. Chairman 
Walker stated at the meeting yesterday that 
the Missouri Pacific had declined to make 
any defense in the Kansas City rate manipu- 
lation matter on the ground that the associa- 
tion had no jurisdiction. Mr. Walker con- 
tended that it had jurisdiction, and he was 
authorized to continue further negotiations 
With the roads. Tne Missouri Pacific’s non- 
representation at the meeting, although Vice- 
President Clark was in the city the day pre- 
vious, has an ominous look. 

The onty business transacted by the meet- 
ing was the consideration of a report from 
Supt.Carman of the Westera Railway Weigh-

ment ef reduced minimums upon ship- 
ments of hay in carloads—viz.: On cars thirty 
feet and under, 17,000 pounds per car; on cars 
over thirty and including thirty-four feet, 
19,000 pounds; on cars over thirty feet, 2,000 
pounds. The report was accepted. The Chi- 
cago, St. Paul & Kansas City, which was 
charged with cutting rates, Was given a cer- 
tificate of good character and innocence by 
Chairman Walker.

The Howls and Ravings of a Disappointed

BEARS STIR THINGS UP. 


UNUSUALLY EXCITING CLOSE OF THE 
MARKET IN WALL STREET. 


Speculation Brisk in Cotton Oil, Which Is 
Forced Down to a Low Figure—Atchi- 
son Takes a Fall and Faiis to Rally— 
Siump in Manhattan Elevated Due to an 
Unfavorable Balance Sheet—Manufact- 
urers of Steel Slow to Quote Prices for 
Fature Delivery: 

New York, Nov. 13.—[Special.]—A sharp 
bear raid in the last fifteen minutes brought 
today’s market to an exviting close. Aside 
from a rather serious aecline in the Cotton 
Oil and Sugar Trusts ana a notable selling 
movement in Atchison the speculation up to 
that time had been devoid of special feature. 

Speculation in Cotton Oil was brisk, the 
transactions amounting to 68,000 shares. No 
railway stock, except St. Paul, was even balf 
s0 active. Atchison from the opening went 
rightdown 144 without a rally, and Cotton 
Oilat the same time was sold down 2 per 
cent. There were unmistakable evidences 


that St. Paul was being manipulated to cover | 


shorts. Atone time it showed a sharp frac- 
tional aagvance and it finished with a net de- 
cline of only 4¢ after transactions in 35,000 
shares. In the closing raid Cotton Oil was 
forced down to 8144, which is within a siignt 
fraction of the lowest point it touched in the 
recent break op the selling of stock carried 
for the speculating trustees,

IRON AND SYKEL ADVANCING. 


Manufacturers Slow to Quote Prices for 
Futare Delivery. 

New York, Nov. 13.—[Special. |—The posi- 
tion of the market for iron and steel in gen- 
eral ig practically the same as continued last 
week. The output of the steel miils is sold 
ahead to such an extent that manufacturers 
are hesitant about ‘guoting, prices on stock 
for near future delivery, arf the position of 
crude materiais is such that even greater 
hesitancy is manifestated in naming prices 
for distant futures. As for the crude ma- 
terials it can only be said that present condi- 
tions point to a further advance rather than 
to an early permanent reaction. Manulact- 
urers quote upwards of $33 at Eastern mills 
for steel rails, some naming $54(@35 as tne 
lowest: they would venture to offer, pending 
some indication of adownward turn in the 
market. price of Bessemer pig-iron and 
spiegeleisen. No saies have been reported at 
over $32.50, however, and comparatively few 
at above $81.50. Steel billets nuve been soid 
in quite large-sized lots at $33 at Eastern 
Pennsylvania miils and at proportionate 
prices in Pittsburg. In ine latter market 345 
has been paid for steel wire rods, while small 
lots of foreign rods were reported soid at as 


high as $53 laid down in New York. Finished 


iron in the form or bar sheets, etc., is strong 
also, the output of the milis being sold con- 
siderably ahead. Track materials, such as 
spikes, fish-plates, bolts, and nuts, are also 
in strong position, as in the market for 
iron and steel nails and in generai foundry 
work decided activity is the rule. The con- 
sumption of foundry and mill pig as well as 
the crude materials employed in steel-mak- 
ing, as a matter of fact, continues to absorb 
the current output in a great measure, and 
furnace agents have iu several instances 
withdrawn ail quotations. 

Bessemer pig-iron is difficult to obtain at 
less than $20 at Eastern Pennsylvania fur- 
naces at the present time, although quite 
large quantities were sold last week at $19.50 
and under. %In Pittsburg and Vicinity the 
cost is $20 to$21. About 2,000 tons foreign, 
20 per cent spiegeleisen, were sold last week 
at $33 to $33.50 free on board cars at Jersey 
City, future delivery, but the lowest price 
named at the present time is $83.50 and most 
sellers are asking $4 to $34.50. Of 10 per 
cent spiegeleisen sales have been made at 
$28. Ferro-manganese, 80 per cent, is held 
at £90: for future shipment. 

Foundry pig-iron is in active demand for 
delivery next year at prices on the basis of 
$18 for Nu. 1 X foundry, but furnace aggnts 
refuse to book orders or name any prices 
that would likely be considered reasonable. 
For what little supply there is to be had for 
early delivery high prices are exacted. To 
all accounts the present inside figures are 
$18@18.50 for No. 1 X, $17@17.50 for No. 2 X, 
and $16@16.50 for gray forge, according to 
brand and size of lot. 

There has been a further advance inthe 
price of copper, and the demand for the 
metal shows no signs of abatement. Sales 
are reported of about 500,000 pounds Lake 
Superior ingot at 12@12\ cents, and addi- 
tional quantities were understood to have 
been piaced at prices within that range. 


WHEAT MAKHS A SHARP ADVANCE, 


The Bulge Is Attended with Excitement 
and Heavy Trading—The Corn Pit. 

W neat moved out of ite rut yesterday and 
advanced sharply. December and May each 
rose one cent. The market was most ani- 
mated all morning, and the heaviest volume 
of business in some days was transacted. 
The big local men were nearly all engaged, 
Mr. Hutchinson probably leading them in the 
size of his operations, The buils were ram- 
pant at the opening. The start-off was firm, 
with December about «51 and May 3&4. 
Prices moved up slowly avout X and 
then fell back. This was the 
last important reaction of the day. 
The buils took a fresh hold and the rest of 
the session had things tueirown way. The 
market moved up slowly but steadily with 
scarcely a reaction greater than ¥y. As 
the advance progressed the trading grew 
larger. Several times it mounted into ex- 
citement. Country buying orders came in 
liberally. Toward noon many of the shorts 
who had been holding off took alarm and be- 
gan covering. Mr. Hutchinson’s brokers 
bobbed up and added to the excitement by 
liberal buying. “Old Hutch” was after one 
or two particular lines, the crowd believed, 
and Ed Pardridge’s short wheat, they 
thought, was one of them. Later Pardridge 
was reported to have covered his lire. The 
session closed with December 81% cents, 
against 80% cents Tuesday, and May 8)/¢ cents, 
against 844¢ cents. The bulls were enthusi- 
astic over their victory, and one of them of- 
fered to bet that May would sell at 8 cents 
before it reacted to 80 cents. 

Hutchinson was a iarge factor in the corn 
pit. He heiped to bull prices a few fracuons 
and was the largest trader, buying probably 
500,000 bushels.

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WILLIAM PENN NIXON'S GRIEVANCE, 


A Chronic, Snarling Office Hunter—Why 
the Fellow Abuses Gov. Fifer. 


Bloomington Pantagraph: A common form 
of cerebral disturbance is that which mis- 
takes the gnawings of -insatiable political 
hunger for the promptings of patriotism. 
This disease is peculiarly distressing when it 
attacks an editor who -has an organ of his 
own, supposed to be the medium of unbiased 
public opinion. From the moment such a jour- 
nalist is bitten by the serpentof political ambi- 
tion he sees all public occurrences only through 
the medium of his own petty interests. All 
who favor his claims to a public salary are to, 
him disinterested patriots; and all who are 
so unfortunate as to conceive some way in 
which the country may possibly worry along 
without such editor’s official connection are 
in his view the worst kind of Indians, whom 
he feels callea upon as the guardian of the 
public to denounce, and his organ peals ac- 
cordingly. He is never honest enough, how- 
ever, to-admit that the seat of his patriotic 
emotions is in his stomach rather than in his 


bosom. 

Such is the disorder with which now suf- 
fers William Penn Nixon, editor and proprie- 
tor of the Chicago Jnter-Ocean. Nixon wishes 
to be Collector of the Port of Chicago, and he 
has been unable to persuade Gov. Fifer that 
it was his (Fifer’s) duty to recommend him 
(Nixon) to the President as against another 
gentleman, who had the indorsement of the 

llinois Senators. This was, of course, a 
grave offense, and Nixon has been ever since 
seeking. every occasion to belittle and mis- 
represent the Governor and his Administra- 
tion. Every one at all familiar with the facts 
knows perfectly well that Gov. Fifer, and 
tne lilinois Senators also, would today be re- 
ceiving the unbounded praise of the Jnter- 
Ocean if only they had placed the same ex- 
alted estimate on its editor’s fitness for office 
which he so unanimously places upon him- 
self. 

This fact recalls to mind forcibly that Mr. 
Nixon was on a former occasion, during the 
lifetime of Gen. Logan, also in favor of him- 
seif for the same office of Collector. He was 
quite as unanimous as now. The Jnter-Ocean 
then, as now, warmly supported him. But 
Gén. Logan saw his way to recommend 
another man. This was to Nixon and also to 
the /nter-Ocean an unpardonabie offense, and 
both denounced Gen. Logan and pursued him 
in much the same spirit which is now being 
exhibited toward Gov. Fifer and the Illinois 
Senators. Gen. Logan survived the IJnter- 
Ocean's maledictions, and Gov. Fifer may yet 
do the same. 

The Jnier-Ocean has discovered that the de- 
feat of the Republican party in lowa and 
Onio was the result of political rings with 
which it vaguely intimates that the Repub- 
licans of these States are dominated. That 
journal says it is necessary to erect “danger 
signals” to preserve the party from the 
same fate in Illinois. If we could know that 
the Jnter-UOcean as a Republican journal, de- 
siring oaly the success of the. Republican 
party, really believes all it says On this ques- 
tion, it would perhaps be important to be 
considered, but wheu we realize that the 
political editorials of that paper have ceased 
to have any other or higher object than the 
promotion of the political fortunes of Mr. 
William Penn Nixon its utterances lose ail 
force; and we know it weuld be ready to say 


| just the opposite to what it now says if by 


that course Mr. Nixon’s Official aspirations 
would be forwarded. 

To say that tue aefeat in Iowa, or in Ohio 
either, was the result of Republican ring 
rule, is to assert what Mr. Nixon knows is 
not true. The Republican nominee in lowa 
was an entirely new man, and in no sense a 
politician; nor was he nominated by polli- 
ticians. His defeat must be sought in causes 
entirely foreign to the odium engendered vy 
a political ring. As for Ohio, Gov. Foraker, 
the Republican candidate, is a gailant young 
Kepublican, who has scarcely vet reached the 
prime of tife. He is popular with the people 
of Ohio. He was ouce before defeated for 
Governor, a3 any candidate is liabie to be 
in a State as close as Galo, in which local 
causes, such as the temperance question and 
others that might be mentioned, are liaple in 
any off year to turn the scale ofan election. 
The Jater-Ocean’s Warning, based on tne pre- 
tended ring rule in lowa and Onaio, are trans- 
parent. Disappointed and disgruntied office- 
seekers not uufrequently talk in this way for 
the purpose of effecting some indirect object 
of their own. 

The Jniter-Ocean has repeatedly and per- 
sistentiy in its columns perverted the real 
facts as to the appointmentor Mr. Berggren 
as Warden at Joliet. Nixon cares no more 
for Berggren’s appointment or for Gar- 
vin’s -aileged remoyal than he does for 
the state of the weather in the Indian 
Nation, except so far as he may be abie 
to affect his own fortunes as a candi- 
date for Coliector of the Port of Chicago, by 
a recital of what he denominates a viviation 
of civil service principles. It has been ex- 
plained, and Nixon knows weil, that Garvin 
never was appointed Warden at Joliet with 
any other purpose or expectation than that 
his appointment should be a temporary one. 
Nixon knows that Garvin did not himself 
dream of being the permanent Warden until 


itsuited the purpose of men like Nixon to 


put that thought in nis head. He knows that 
Mr. Berggren’s appointment was in thé in- 
terest of a sound economical management of 
tbe prison, and that events have demon- 
strated the wisdom of his appointment. He 
knows further that the public is not troubling 
itself about the matter one way or another; 
yet he assumes to erect a “danger signal ”’ 
over the spot where the heinous political 
crime was perpetrated ; and he points to Ohio 
and lowa and says “ beware!’ 

All this is the sheerest nonsense, Nixon 
wishes to be Collector; and if he can usé the 
supposed grievance of Mr. Garvin before the 
people, and thereby drive Gov, Fifer to in- 
dorse Nixon for Collector, it will, he believes, 
advance the fortunes of himself. If he can- 
not do this, he hopes, by making aloud noise, 
to make the President believe that there is 
great dissatisfaction in lilinois with tne pow- 
ers that be. Such are the motives of Mr. 
Nixon and such the reali _ signifi- 
cance of the “danger signals” he is 
just now engaged in erecting. When 
ao editor has a littie job of his own on hand, 
his editorial ravings are justly discounted in 
advance by the people; and such we predict 
will be the fate of those of Mr. Nixon. This 
is not the first time he has abused better men 
than himself because they did not agree with 
bim in thinking he ought to have an office, as 
the friends of Gen. Logan all over the State 
can testify. Every one at all acquainted 
with Mr. Nixon knows that the only real 
heartfelt objection he will ever urge against 
any description of political machine, how- 
ever constructed, will be that he does not 
firmly grasp the crank thereof in his own 
hand.

HE SAYS THE WESTERN UNION CAN’T 
STAND WANAMAKER’S RATES. 


The President of’ the Telegraph Company 
Writes a Long Letter to the Postmas- 
ter General Deciaring That the General 
Enforcement of the Rates Proposed by 
That Official Would Bankrupt the Com- 
pany—Action of the Board of Directors. 


New York, Nov. 13.—The following corre- 
spondence is made public today; 

NEW YORK, Nov. 12, 1889.—The Hon. John 
Wanamaker, Postmaster General, Washington, 
D. C.—Dear Sir; I have your favor of Oct. 30, 
inclosing your official order of same date pur- 
porting to fix the rates for Government telegraph 
service for the fiscal year. 

The order has had all the careful and deliber- 
ate consideration that an official document from 
such a bigh source is entitled to receive, and aft- 
er such full consideration the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Board of Directors has expressed 
itselfunanimously in a preamble and resoiu- 
tions, @ Copy of which I inclose to you herewith. 

From the rates fixed lust year, which were not 
remunecrative, your present order makes an aver: 
age reduction of a fraction over 40 per cent. On 
méssages transmitted less than 400 miles, which 
embrace the larger number of Government mes- 
sages, the reduction 1s 50 per cent; and on trans- 
continental messages the reduction is from 50 to 
x0 cents each on the minimum message, or 60 
per cent. On the signal service of the War De- 
partment, commonly known as the “ weather 
reports,”’ the reduction 1s one-sixth, or something 
over 16 per cent. The statement upon which you 
presume that no questions can arise as to the 
fairness of these reductions is that ** the reduced 
‘rates hereby determined are practically the same 
as those upon which one of the divisions or de- 
partments of your company as well as one of its 
principal competitors transacted business for 
the public generally for a considerable time.” 

The fact that the Mutual Union Telegraph 
company, & small organization belonging to this 
company, did, for atime, meet the Baitimore 
and Ohio Telegraph company in sending mes- 
sages short distunces, and between few points, at 
10 cents, is no evidence that ao loss of money 
was involved. If those companies had made, 
as you propose, a rate of 10 cents between 
all points less taan 400 miles distant from each 
other the Baitimore & Ohio telegraph system 
altimore & 
Ohio railroad company as a bad investment long 
before it was sold; and that rate would have re- 
duced the earnings of the Western Union Tele- 
gruph company below its actual expenses in that 
important department of our business. 

if the entire message business of this company 
for the fiscal year just closed had been sent'at 
the rates named in your circular our total re- 
ceipts from that source would have been 
about four millions of dollars less than 
the actual cost to us of transacting 
that business. If the messages sent by the Gov- 
ernment were equalin number for the several 
distances, the rate named in your circular would 
average 15 cents forthe minimum message of 
ten body words, estimating ten words free for 
address and signature; but as much the greater 
number would be sent distances under 400 miles, 
and at the lowest rate estabiished, it is probable 
that an average of 15 cents wouldallow for two 
or three additional body words in each message. 
If the whole of the 64,108,226 messages sent dur- 
ing the last fiscal year had paid us but an 
average of 15 cents, the aggregate revenue for 
transmitting messages would have been 
$8,116.248 90. Our total expenses were $14,565, 
152.6). After deducting from the expenses the 
amount paid other lines, the refunded and un- 
collected items, the rental and operating cost of 
our Atlantic and Cuba cables, the cost of main- 
taining leased wires, and the rental for and ex- 
penses of the Gold and Stock and Commercial 
News Department, there are still left as ex- 
penditures strictly pertaining to the handling of 
messages $12,118,561.17, which the entire reveuue 
ut the rates you name would lack over $4,000,000 
of meeting. Hvenif the Government messages 
were much longer thanlestimate and should 
yield (which is scarcely possible) an average of 
20 cents each, and all our business were done at 
that rate, there would still be a deficit of about 
$2,000,000 in that department of our service. 

Commodore Vanderbilt once met the attack of 
a competing line of steamers by establishing a 
passenger rate of 10 cents between New York 
and Albany. Nobody supposed that 10 cents was 
a remunerative rate for so long a passage, but 
the move proved effective, because it enabied 
the Commodore to buy thé competing line with- 
out paying a speculative price for it. Such a 
course is sometimes entailed by circumstances 
upoa this company. Competing companies are 
often formed, not for business profits, but to 
force us to buy them out or to retire from the 
field. When such competition occurs it is a 
transient and isolated feature of our message 
business. To seize upon one such feature and, 
so far as your office as an umpire may control, 
to make that the basis of a rate to be charged on 
Government business seems to us not judicial 
but vindictive. It is this view you have taken 
that we especially regret, We may seem to de- 
serve reprehension, but the statpte under which 
you ure acting is judicial and udt penal. 

The further course you suggest of a Board of 
Arbitration is within what we have always prof- 
ferea. Wehave stood ready always to supply 
to the incumbent of your office the fullest oppor- 
tunity for search into the cost of telegraphic 
business and to accept freely his impartiai judg- 
ment. If you prefer to deiegate that judgment 
tu a board composed as you suggest, leaving the 
rates for this year to be governed by that result, 
we shall be glad to meet it.

THE WESTERN UNION PROTESTS. 

The Executive Committee of the Western 
Union Nov. 6, 1889, adopted the following 
resolution: 

WHEREAS, The 29th day of June, 1889, the Post- 
master General of the United States officially 
announced to telegraph companies that under 
the provisions of the act of July 24, 1866, they 
would be required to transmit the official mes 
sages of the United States for a compensation of 
one mill for each world without regard to dis- 
tunce,.a price which could in no sense be said to 
compensute the service; and, 

WHEREAS, Oct. 30, 1589, the Postmaster Gen- 
eral by public circular set forth the rates as és- 
tablished under the proyisions of said act, which 
rates also are materially below the necessary 
cost to this company and to others of transmit- 
ting the messages of the United States; and 

WHEREAS, This company is obligec to consider 
the enforcement of said rates asa confiscation of 
the property to that extent, and is advised that 
obvious injustice under said act is remediabie at 


law; 

hes lowed, That this company will transmit as 
heretofore with due! priority and diligence all 
telegrams between the several departments of 
the Government and their officers sf agents; 
but this company will fotaccept as Bnal pay- 
ment the rates above established until Ms rights 
in that regard bave received such further consid- 
eration as it may be able to secure; and the 
President of this company is hereby directed to 
file a copy of this, our protest, with the heads of 
the several executive departments of the United 
States.

UN WELCOME IMMIGRANTS. 


The Case of the Imported English Glass- 
biowers, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 9.—It seems alto- 
gether probable that the Government will 
soon take steps to enforce the return to En- 
gland of the twenty-five glassblowers now 
employed at Icannetie, Pa, and against 
whom the charge has been made that they 
came to the United States with tne assurance 
of employment, thereby violating the Con- 
tract Labor law. 

Secretary Windom has been looking into 
the matter, and bas obtained from his legal 
adviser @ full opinion upon which the Goy- 
ernment May proceed. As he is advised, the 
act of Congress gives the Secretary fuil au- 
thority to decide whether an immigrant is a 
welcome or an unbidden guest of the Nation, 
and when a question is raised the law gives 
the Secretary discretion for a year to let a 
suspected immigrant remain or to send him 
away Within that time. Further than that, 
the law gives him opportunity to get over the 
matter of expense by declaring that when 
vessel-owners bring laborers under contract 
they expect to take them back when denied 
entry or clearance. 

The Secretary 1s now urged to arrest every 
one of the glassblowers as persons who have 
not really expected a legal landing in the 
country, and who must, as offenders against 
the Contract Labor law, be deported. They 
came in by way of Boston, and tne intention 
is, if the view now entertained 1s carried out, 
to insist upon their return by the line that 
brought them in. It is not complained that 
any of these men are likely to become a bur- 
den upon the peopie or that they are gener- 
ally vicious, but that they are here in yiola- 
tion of the Exclusion act. They are reaily 
in charge of Knights of Labor men, get the 
same wages that other Pittsourg giassblow- 
ers get, and came to the United States be- 
cause they were offered wages sufficient to 
induce them to leave home, 

It is expected that thé arrest of the men by 
the United States Marshui will be followed 
by a writ of habeas corpus in behalf of the 
giassblowers. Ihe Government is prepared 
tO Make its answer when the giassbiowers 
are brought into court on the writ. Some of 
the men may become witnesses for the Gov- 
ernment to prove that the party was fully 
aware that the law was being violated and 
they were drilied so as to be expertin eva- 
ding the questions of the Coliector and knew 
that they were uot entitied to immigrate 
with a certainty of something to do before 
they arrived. Wiil the Government suspend 
the law for those who become informers and 
allow them to remain, whileit sends the oth- 
ers back to England? 


WHAT I8 GOING ON IN MILWAUKEE, 


The Rev. Mr. Wharton's Answer ina Libel 
Suit—Kuaights Templar Election. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 13.—[Special.]— 
The Rev. F. L, Wharton of chewing tobacco 
fame today filed his answerto the slander 
suit of Mrs. Alice Moss, which was begun in 
&@ sensational manner by the arrest of the 
Rev. Mr: Wharton a few weeks.ago. Mrs. 
Moss keeps a little store around the coruer 
from Mr. Wharton’s former church, where 
Mr. Wharton is alleged t6 have purchased 
the chewing tobacco one Sunday, and she 
was the principal witness against him at the 
church trial. in her suit against Mr. Whar- 
ton Mrs. Moss alleges that after the cnurch 
trial Mr. Wharton stated that her daughter 
Florence had colored blood in her veins, and 
asks $10,000 for slanaer. 

The deiendant in his answer declares that 
the-chiid is of dark.-complexion, and it was 
and is currently reported in the neighbor- 
buod where she has lived that the chiid had 
negro biood in its veins and that the chiid 
appears and looks likea mulattochiid. The 
piaintiff «denies using the slanderous words 
concerning the piainotiff with which he is 
charged in the compiaint, but states that 
what he mav bave suid at some lime was 
that the **caild Florence had the marks and 
appearance of vcing a mulatto child,” and 
he avers wat he was then only stating a faci 
currently and commonly reported in the 
neighborhood where tne parties have lived.

MR, JEFFERY’S GOOD WORK LN PARIS, 


Minister Reid Testifies to Its Value—Dis- 
couraging News to Gotham. 

New York, Nov, 12.—[Special.|—Minieter 
Whitelaw Reid toby read the New York 
World’s Fair Committee alecture. It was in 
the form of a letter in reply to one from 
Mayor Grant asking him to work among the 
exhibiters at Paris in the interest of New 
York and probably to secure promises that 
they would exhibitin New York. Mr. Reid 
repiied that many of the exhibiters had al- 
ready started home. Then be continued as 


follows: 

I greatly fear that it is too late to secure defi- 
nite pledges here or make satisfactory arrange- 
ments for any existing exhibit, collection, or 
building without more positive assurances on 
our part than any one has authority yet to make. 
lt would have been a most desirable thing just 
now to have those who are likely to be chargea 
with the management of our exhibDition on the 
spot, engagedin studying the metho’s vy which 
this one has been organized and its wonderful col- 
lections have been secured. In this respect 
Chicago has taken time by the foreiock. They 
nave decided, as llearn from a ietter received 
from the Mayor of Chicago, that in case tnéy se- 
cure the exhibition Mr. Jeffrey, the late General 
Manager of the lilinois Central railroad, is to be 
its Director General, and they have sent him 
here with associates and money, instructed to 
procure all whe information in his power, 
He has engaged secretaries and assistants, 
has secured introductions to the French au- 
thorities and the exhibiters, and is at 
work not only with activity but on a 
systematic pian and with a keen intelligence. 
Something of the same sort has also been done, 
I think, by some of our New York citizens in ad- 
vance of Mr. Jeffery’s arrival; whether with suf- 
ficient thorouguness you are doubtless in a posi- 
tion to determine. I shail lose no time, however, 
in putting myself in communication with the au- 
thorities, shall try to ascertaia what facts have 
been furnished to New York friends, and see 
what steps can now be taken tofurther your 
wishes. 

This is interesting for Chicago, but not en- 
couraging to New York. All the news that 
comes from tne other side concerning tne 
work of Mr. Jeffery and his associates is 
that he is succeeding remarkably well in the 
work of disproving the assertions that the 
Europeans will niake exhibits oniy in New 
York.

‘THE COURTS OF RECORD. 


THE CITY WINS A VICTORY IN A BIG 
SUIT FOR LAND DAMAGES, 


Jane 5 Haven and the Carpenter Heirs 
Sue for $80,000 and Get $10,431—The 
October Pork Deal Again Tarns Up ia 
Court—A Noted Diamend Case Has «a 
Ludicrous Ending—Other Items—Legal 
Notes—The Record—The Call. 


The City of Chicago, represented by Assistant 
Corporation Counsel C. S. Darrow, won a sub- 
stantial victory in Judge Hawes’ court in the 
suit of Jane S. Haven and the Carpenter beirs, 
The plaintiffs are owners of 198 feet of land on 
the west side of Clark street. They sued for $30,- 
000, or about $400 per foot, for damages done whe 
land and factory building on it by the construc. 
tion of the Twelfth street viaduct. The jury 
yesterday returned a verdict for $10.431. It was 
shown that the viaduct was built under the Har- 
rison administration and that the Lake Shore & 
Michigan Southern road agreed, if it was built in 
&@ Certain specified way, to settle with the own- 
ersof the factory. Condemnation proceedings 
were begun by the road, but were dropped after 
the road got what 1t wanted; leaving the city to 


settie. The plaintiffs were far from satisfied with 
the result and moved for a new trial. 


An Echo of the Pork Deal. 

A claim for %500 damages was made before 
Judge Shepard by ex-Judge Smith for the alleged 
illegal suing out by W. L. Wallace of the injune- 
tion in his famous October pork deal suit against 
the Board of Trade. The injunction was dissolved 
within twenty-four hours after its issue, and in 
that and his subsequent conflicts with the Chi- 
cago packer the New-Yorker was worsted ail 
along the line. Judge Smith said his services 
and those of ex-Judge Loomis were worth 
$150 each and those of Campbell & Cus- 
ter were worth 68200 more. Mr. Bis- 
bee for Wallace objected that the cluim 
was extortionate, because Mr. Smith was paid a 
regular salary by the board. Mr. Smith was pug ~ 
on the stand. Mr. Bisbee conceived tne ides of 
having some fun with him on cross-examination. 
The witness did not take kindly to the punish- 
ment he himself is wont to inflict, apd a lively 
sparring match followed between the ** Deacon” 
and the ex-Judge until the court calied time, and 
took the matter under advisement, 


The Plaintif® Took a Non-nait. 

The celebrated Ballinger-Parks diamond was 
the cause of u case which occupied Judge Clif- 
ford’s attention yesterday forenoon. One phase 
of the case created something of a sensation in 
Michigan avenue social circles two years ago, 
when Mrs. Allie Ballinger was arrested at the 
instance of Mrs. Nellie Parks on the charge of 
stealing a diamond earring valued at $500. Mrs. 
Ballinger proved that she was its owner and was 
discharged. Then Mrs. Parks sued out a writ 
of replevin before Justice Foote and Constable 
Koehler recovered the jewel from the police. 
Attorney Richolson, for Mrs. Ballinger, sued 
Koehier, charging that Koehler had delivered 
tne diamond to Mrs. Parks without obtaining a 
bond, and was habie in an action for debt for 
$5,000 with damages of $500. City Prosecutor 
May outiined an infamous conspiracy to which 
Constable Koehler was a party, but when he had 
finished the defendant's attorneys quietly pro- 
duced a bond obtained at the time and duly 
signed, and gave as a reason for its not bemg on 
file that Koehler was afraid to leave it in Justicd 
Foote’s office, A non-suit Was promptly taken 
by Mr. May.

Or, again, why should 
it play the fool and promote dissensions in its 
own body, driving good, solid Republicans into 
rebellion simply to secure the smiles of a self- 
constituted body of reformers who would rule 
the world as they wonld anursery? I submit 
that when the W. C. T, U. undertakes by legisla- 
tion to banisb alcohol and all the evils flowing 
out of its abuse it has a task on its hands which 
willnever be accom plished unless men cease to be 
men and become children willing to acknowledge 
themselves incapable ‘of standing alone uniess 
all fermented liquor be placed out of their reach, 
Some men nodoubt aré in this pitiable condition, 
but the W. C. T. U. would class all men in the 
same category, even going so far as to place the 
temperate man ona lower level than the con- 
firmed drunkard, forgetting if they ever knew, 
or else ignoring the plain teaching of the script- 
ures they profess to) venerate; the essence of 
which is to develop in |'man a character by subject- 
ing him to temptation. If there is nothing to 
steal would a man be Considered virtuous in that 
respect if be should not steal? If there is noth- 
ing to covet could @ man be covetous? If there 
is no Wine to drink could aman be commended 
because he is no drunkard? “Gospel tem- 
perance” is not prohibition and bears no 
likeness to it, on the contrary, it 
teaches that the man who overcomes temptation 
shall receive the reward; while prohibition 
seeks to remove ail temptation. the means’ by 
which the Christian |character is perfected— 
hence, the two are diametrically opposed. 

The W. C. T. U. mugt not claim Bibie author- 
ity for the course they pursue in reforming the 
intemperate. They have’ begun at the wrong 
end. The abuse of fermented liquor has caused 
untold misery, distress, and poverty, and be 
cause of this legislation is sought aguinst alco- 
hol and all fermented jiquor. The symptoms are 
treated and not the cause of the trouble, which is 
intemperance, not aicvohol. tnsteac of educat- 
ing men to be temperate and sober—to be men 
and not fools—a decree is desired of our law- 
makers that alcohol shall not be; as if some 
kind peepie were to gay: ‘‘Let us fll up the 
rivers ana lakes that no poor people be 
drowned,”’ 

The cause of all this misery is not that alcohol 
is a specific germ finding lodgment in man by 
fiying through the air, floating in the water he 
drinks, or in some other way entering into his 
System and causing disease. Aicohol never 
comes to men, but men go to. alcohol. Put the 
blame where it belongs and educate the rising 
generation that they may realize the evils of in- 
temperance, whetber | it be in drinking or any 
other excess. Appeal to therr intelligence and 
manhood, Don’t make them feel they needa 
nurse all the days of their lives, or that the cup- 
board must be kept locked for fear they might 
tamper with the preserves. 

This latter course is about the line of action 
pursued by the W. C. T. U., and I think reasona- 
ble Republicans recognize the fact. VERITAS.

It 
was their home and they did not desire to leave it.

Mrs, Foster and Her Adherents in lows 
and Uther States Appoint a Prelim- 
inary Committee and Outline the Work 
—The Executive Board Continues Oper- 


‘ations Regardies# of the Defection— 
‘Delegates Visit Miss Willard’s Home at 
Evanston—Another Libel Suit. 


Dissatisfied with the action of the W. C. 
T. U. nauonal delegates and in pursuance of 
her policy of non-partisan temperance legis- 
lation, Mrs. J. Elien Foster, President of the 
Iowa State Union, and the; majority of the 
lows State delegation, together with repre- 
sentatives from several other States, have 
taken preliminary steps toward an opposi- 
tion organization, After bolting the con- 
vention late Tuesday evening Mrs. Foster 
and her sympathizers lost no time. The re- 
fusal of the couvention to adopt her minority 
report against athird party affiliauon was 
not unexpected, and several women not 
delegates to the convention but interested in 
Mrs. Foster’s fight bave been in the city 
several days awaitung the result of the con- 
vention’s work. 

Early yesterday morning, conspicuously 
displayed in the corridocs of the Palmer 
House, a large sign appeared reading: *‘lowa 
State Headquarters, Room 402.” Room 402 is 
occupied by Mrs. Foster, and before noon it 
was full of the convention bolters and their 
sympathizers, The meeting was called by 
Mrs. Ellen M. Watson of Pittsburg, former 
Corresponding Secretary of the Pennsy)l- 
vania W. C. T. U.. Mrs. T. B. Walker of 
Minneapolis was made Chairman and Mrs. 
Marietta Bones vf South Dakota Secretary. 
Those present proceeded at once toa discus- 
sion of the situation, and subsequently se- 
lected a provisionai committee to prepare an 
address te-the women of the country pre- 
liminary to a cali for a convention to organize 
the proposed society. This committee is: 

Mrs. E. J. Phinney, Cleveland, President of 
the Ohio Nompartisan W. C. T. U., Chairman; 
Ellen M. Watson, Pittsburg, Secretary; Mrs. 
Richard Dariington, Pennsy!vania; Mrs. T. B, 
Walker, Minnespoiis, Treasurer; Mrs. J. &. 
Webster, Monmouth, Ill.; Mrs. Florence Porter, 
Maine; Mrs. Henry White, Pennsylvania; Mrs. 
Mattie N. Berry, lowa. ; 

The purpose of the new organization is as 
follows’ 

To interest the non-sectarian women of this 
nation in non-sectarian and non-partisan tem- 
perance work, for the reformation of the intem- 
perate, education of the public sentiment in 
favor of total abstinence and the prohibition of 
traffic in alcoholic liquors, for social purity, sup- 
pression of vice and crime, and education of the 
masses in regard to the duties and responsibili- 
ties of good citizenship. 

The committee was instructed to issue a 
call for a mass convention of non-partisan 
women to be held in Cleveland as so00n as 
pogsibie. The sum of $500 was collected to 
defray the expenses of the work and the 
Jowa Messenger selected as the official organ of 
the committee. 

MRS. FOSTER’S WORK. 

Mrs. Foster was unanimously elected Chair- 
man of the committee, but refused to serve. 
She explains her acuon by saying: 

‘For tive years I have borne the brunt of 
this nartisan controversy, Which has at times 
involved great sacrifice of persona! comfort 
and feeling. The ladies from whom I differ 
have been my long-time friends. My devo- 
tion to them was second only to my devotion 
to the cause to which thé labor of our lives 
has been given. But so Many women have 
come to the front in support of the principles 
for which I stood and are not so burdened 
with maoy linesof public work that | have 
deemed it only just to myself to deciine fur- 
iuer leadership.” 

‘* How will you be identified with the new 
movement?”’ 

“By my warm sympathy. Continual and 
active support will be given the movement 
by my pen and | shall advocate it from tbe 
platform. Another reason that was the most 
influential with meis the present condition 
of the lowa work. The recent defeat of an- 
other Republican candidate who wus pledged 
to prohibition and the small majority in the 
Legisiature greatly imperil the cause of pro- 
hibition, The constituuon of the National 
W.C. T. U. prevents any immediate change of 
the relations of lowato theorder. It is yet 
constitutionally an auxiliary to the national 
union, and according to the constitution that 
relation cannot be severed within.a year.” 

Mrs. Foster’s room was full of cailers yes- 


.terday evening who came to join forces with 


her. While not the Chairman of the com- 
mittee she is the moving spirit and had com- 
mittee members in consultation in an ad- 
joining room the greater portion of the after- 
noon. She leaves today for Nashville to 
joia her husband, who represents the De- 
partment of Justice at the Prison Reform 
Conference, beginning Friday. 
EXECUTIVE BOARD SESSION. 

The organization of Mrs. Foster's new non- 
partisan temperance party did not outwardly 
annoy the members of the W.C. T. U. Exec- 
utive Committee, who are continuing the 
work of the late convention on committee 
work at the Palmer House. Miss Willard 
presided over meetings of this body yester- 
day morning and afternoon with apparent 
equanimity. 

When the Executive Committee met yes- 
terday morning Miss Willard gave the privi- 
lege of the floor at once to Mrs. Carhart, who 
was selected by the convention to temporarily 
represent lowa on the Executive Board. 
Mrs. Carhart spoke at length of the figatin 
that State and in the convention. “Il have 
tried to stand between the State organiza- 
tion and the National,” she said, “and have 
never taken an active part in any differ- 
ence.” 

Mrs. Carhart denies that Mra. Foster rep- 
resents a majority of the members of tne 
union in the State. “Possibiy she does by 
the votes of the conyention, but I am not 
sure the result would be the sameil it was 
left toa popular vote. It was given out that 
Mrs. Foster was unanimously elected State 
President. This is not true, for I had thirty 
six votes myself in the convention, and it 
seems to me that isa pretty strong minority.” 

The greater portion of the afternoon was 
consumed by départment superintendents 
in s.ggestions in the different branches of 
work.

don, her private secretary, entertainea the 
ladies, with the assistance of Mrs. Pear- 
son, Mrs. Conneil, and Mrs. Morrisey. ; 

The delegates were all delighted with the 
opportunity which was given them to greet 
Mrs. Willard, the venerable motner of the 
President, who is now 85 years oid. The en- 
tire house was thrown oven and a visit made 
to Miss Willard’s study, the wails of which 
—_ completely covered with photographs and 
relics. 

Lunch was served in the double dining- 
rooms during the reception. Mrs. Fanny 
Barnes of New York ina few words presented 
Miss Gordon with Murillo’s “Holy Family,” 
elegantly framed. Before Miss Gordov had 
an Opportunity to reply she was presented 
with a “take off” representing a little 
girl carrymg a large satchel with the 
words below, “Anna, where is my bag?’

They returned to the city 
at 1 p. m., but before leaving made sad havoc 
with the front yard, each bearing away in 
triumph a slipo plant, atwig, or evena 
browned leaf as a memento.

Yes- 
terday’s suit is practically based on the same 
charge. Mrs. Barker espoused Miss W}l-

While the Chicago money market is most act- 
ive and thedemand for money good and keen, 
its condition is unmistakably easier than it was 
last week. Rates are not nominally changed, 
being quoted firm at 6 per’cent for call loans and 
7 per cent on good business paper, yet borrowers 
find it easier to get what they want, and lenders 
are getting less and less particular in their re- 
quirements. The country appears to be adding 
a little every day to the city’s money supply. The 
movement is small, butit is having slowly an 
effect on the local market. New York exchange 
yesterday sold at 4c discount. Sterling was 
dulland unchanged. 2: 

Transactions in tocal securities were not large 
or numerous. As usual of late nothing of conse- 
quence was done outside; of the exchange, al 
though counter dealers reported more inquiry 
from investors. West Side cable stock shows a 
disposition to take another upward tack. It sold 
regular yesterday as high as 96%. Gas bonds 
were wavering. Investors hear and readso much 
nowadays about tne Gas Trust and the various 
dangers menacing it, to say nothing of probable 
competition, that tney are shy of the bonds. 
They ignore the fact that the trust earns and. pays 
a dividend, and that the various bonds are posited 
on property which increases in value with every 
house builtin the city. These facts count for 
nothing. The name of “trust” is a universal hoo- 
do in the investment world at present. The re- 
port, by the way, that the Gas Trust is to be 
saddied with a $5,000,000 outiay for bringing nat- 
ural gas to the city 1s not worthy of credence. 
In the first place it will not cost $5,000,000 to pipe 
gas 130 miles.
